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CASE FOR AN INQUIRY 


( [THERE is no doubt that the age-old controversy about the efficiency or 

otherwise of direct labour is hotting up. Last year, a highly critical 
analysis of the direct labour method, written by Mr. I. Ernest Jones, was 
published by the Federated Employers Press. Now the N.F.B.T.E. have 
launched an all-out campaign to winkle out shortcomings in direct labour 
and bring them to the attention of the public. 


First, the facts. Direct labour is big business, employing over 360,000 
people, half of whom are with the local authorities and the remainder with 
Government departments and public authorities. Direct labour appears to 
be growing, and more and more local authorities are setting up separate works 
departments. It is worth noting that while the average contractor’s labour 
force is only 16, the average local authority’s direct labour force is 123: So 
much for the argument that direct labour is insignificant. 


It is, of course, true that most direct labour operations are concerned 
with maintenance, and it must be admitted that local authorities, like any 
large property owner, must have maintenance gangs for routine small-scale 
maintenance work. But the very size of some local authority direct labour 
organisations which employ hundreds or even thousands of men indicates 
that their operations are by no means small scale. Moreover, they not 
infrequently carry out capital works as well as maintenance. 


Once a direct labour organisation becomes, in effect, a commercial enter- 
prise it must expect to be subjected to independent checks and scrutiny just 
as contractors are. The report on the Placing and Management of Building 
Contracts, published 17 years ago, referred to the importance of competitive 
tendering, independent supervision and adequate costing for direct labour 
organisations. This advice has been repeated many times since. Mr. Marples, 
when a junior minister in 1953, told the House of Commons that Parliament’s 
intention was that public invitation to tender for contracts for the execution 
of works should be the rule and that the model standing order for local 
authorities embodied this principle. 


And yet the Ministry of Transport do not enforce competitive tendering 
on local authority direct labour organisations and the Ministry of Housing 
only insist upon it for every third contract. The L.C.C., incidentally, have 
recently been at pains to explain that this latter ruling does not apply to 
them, while other authorities scoff at the idea of independent supervision. 


But the plain fact is that without competition and without independent 
supervision the efficiency or otherwise of the direct labour method cannot 
be proved. Apart from isolated cases of patent success or failure, the issue 
tends to devolve into a futile battle of words between contractors and local 
authorities. 


How different the picture appears to be in America. There the Public 
Roads Administration has publicly stated that the contract method is more 
economical and more efficient and the Bureau of Public Roads, after a detailed 
study, concluded that roads constructed by state forces cost 4 per cent. more 
than roads constructed by general contractors. A number of state and loca) 
officials in America have come out publicly in favour of the contract method 


In Britain, however, apart from a poignant comment in the Girdwooc 
Report on the cost of house-building, which stated that the committee found 
no reason to believe that house-building by direct labour was more economical 
than building under contract, there appears to have been no official inquiry 
into the relative merits of the two systems at all. 


Clearly the advocates and critics of direct labour are to some extent 
self-interested. General claims by local authorities that direct labour is 
efficient are no more convincing than general criticisms by contractors to 
the reverse. But the issue is much deeper than this. It affects millions of 
pounds of public money which is being spent apparently without the check 
of competition and without the safeguards inherent in the contract system. 
This is not to pre-judge the issue in any way. In the absence of competition 
and independent supervision there are no available facts on which to form 
a judgement. An independent inquiry into this important issue would clear 
the air.

DIRECT LABOUR BY LOCAL AUTHORITIES 


The Facts, Arguments and Counter-Arguments 


By Our Special Correspondent 


Our special correspondent unravels the facts, arguments and counter-arguments 
regarding direct labour against the background of three recent publications 


on the subject. 


HREE new  opublications* have 
appeared on that old and vexed 
question of direct labour in the past 
few years. The first, “Building by 
Direct Labour,” written by Mr. W. S. 
Hilton, really set out the Union’s point 
of view, although the Amalgamated 
Union of Building Trade Workers, who 
published it, carefully refrained from 
endorsing it. The second, whose 
identical title was less significant than 
its sub-title, “A Critical Analysis,” 
really set out the employers’ point of 
view, although the National Federation 
of Building Trades Employers, the ex- 
employers of author I. Ernest Jones, 
also refrained from endorsing it. Finally, 
and most recently, there is “Building 
by Local Authorities,” written under 
the auspices of the Royal Institute of 
Public Administration, which presum- 
ably sets out the views of the local 
authorities, or at least the direct labour- 
minded ones. 

As the local authority publication so 
rightly says a great deal of prejudice and 
emotion surrounds the use of direct labour. 
The unwillingness of two of the parties 
concerned to father publications about it 
indicates that it is a “hot potato.” The 
fact that the Government has been re- 
luctant to take a stand on the issue indi- 
cates that it is political dynamite. Direct 
labour is a subject about which many 
people have views but few are willing to 
commit themselves. A subject in which 
facts are scarce and susceptible to distor- 
tion. A subject which concerns the 
expenditure of some £435 million per 
annum. The purpose of this article is to 
unravel the facts and the arguments and 
counter-arguments, 

Size and Growth 


How big is it? That is the first question. 
The local authority publication says that 
the impression of large organisations is 
untrue. But this statement is based only 
on a sample survey. The same publica- 
tion also alleges that local authority direct 
labour amounts to one tenth of the total 
contractors’ labour force but the direct 
labour figure is restricted to men engaged 
on building only. The Union book on 
the other hand, takes pride in the growth 
of direct labour and publishes a table of 
figures to prove it. However, in the table 
the direct labour figures of new work and 
repairs and maintenance are everywhere 
inverted which hardly helps to clarify 
the picture. 

Of course, the Government could en- 
lighten everybody. But as has been noted 
the Government is very reticent about 
direct labour. And so while all the figures 
about the contractors’ output and labour 
force on various types of work are 
assiduously published every quarter the 
identical figures collected in respect of 
local authorities are not. These are not 
the only figures the Government keeps to 
itself. It also has up-to-date figures 
relating to direct labour employed by 
public utility undertakings and govern- 
ment departments. But it does not pub- 
lish them. Some figures, it is true, can 
be found in the Census of Production re- 
ports but they are years out of date. So 
in order to arrive at the current picture 
it is necessary to proceed by way of a 
little deduction here and there based on

such figures as are available. Size we are 
discussing. How big now? How big in 
the past? How big in the future? How 
big are some of the particular direct labour 
departments? 

The Census output figures trace the early 
developments on the building side. In 
1907, local authority direct labour ac- 
counted for less than 2 per cent. of all 
building work. By the mid 1920’s it was 
nearly 3 per cent. and by 1930 it had 
reached over 4 per cent. and gréw to nearly 
5 per cent. by 1935. The turning point 
seems to have been the 1920’s when a 
number of local authorities set up direct 
labour departments, often, it is stated, 
because of dissatisfaction with the price 
or quality of contractors’ work. Initfally 
the growth was in new work but after 
1935 the main concentration and growth 
has been in the field of maintenance. 

The pre-war figures of operatives em- 
ployed are also of interest. In 1930 the 
local authorities had no fewer than 190,000 
direct labour men—more than today— 
although of course the gas and electricity 
undertakings have since been transferred 
to public utilities. Today the public 
utility undertakings including the railways 
employ directly almost as many men as 
the local authorities. In round figures the 
direct labour force now divides like this: 


Local authorities 182,000 
Public utilities ? .» 160,000 
Government departments ... 30,000 
Total direct labour 372,000 
Total contractors 1,080,000 


It will be seen that public utilities and 
government departments together account 
for over half the direct labour force. The 
government department men are practic- 
ally exclusively engaged on maintenance 
while of the public utility men, some 
80,000 are employed on the railways and 
some 65,000 by gas and electricity under- 
takings. The activities of all these men 
go largely unchallenged. It is not here 
that the main direct labour controversy 
lies. Nor with the many (but uncounted) 
maintenance men in industry or the multi- 


million army of do-it-yourselfers papering 
their walls at home. The controversy sur- 
rounds the local authorities and it is the 
local authorities that will be considered 
exclusively from here on. 

There are 1,761 local authorities in 
Britain today, all potential employers of 
direct labour. Already 1,477 use direct 
labour and the number is growing every 
year as also is the total direct labour force 
(see Table 1).

What sort of local authorities employ 
these men? As might be expected it is 
the large authorities who are the main 
employers. The 179 County Councils and 
County Boroughs employ 60 per cent. of 
the total (see Table 2). fa 

Next the question of size of the indi- 
vidual units. On this basis the local 
authority direct labour departments are 
much more sizeable than contractors. In 
fact the two structures are entirely 
different. The vast bulk of the contracting 
firms are very small—over 85 per cent. 
of them employ fewer than 20 men. Only 
39 per cent. of the direct labour depart- 
ments are that small. Again, half the 
direct labour force is employed by depart- 
ments of 500 or more each, while con- 
tractors of similar size account for only 
one fifth of the contractors’ labour force. 
Average sizes are very different too—in 
the case of local authorities it is 123 men 
but for contractors only 16. At the top 
end of the scale there are 49 local authori- 
ties with departments averaging 704 men 
each and a further 28 with departments 
averaging 2,048 men each (see Table 3).

There is a further pointer to the growth 
of direct labour that should be noted. It 
can be reasonably assumed that if a local 
authority sets up a separate works depart- 
ment it is serious about the use of direct 
labour. The number of operatives em- 
ployed by local authorities with separate 
works departments is growing steadily (see 
Table 4). 


Type of Work 


Next, the question of the sort of work 
that is carried out by direct labour? Table 
5 gives the broad picture. 

Clearly, the main emphasis is on main- 
tenance. Most of the new work is done 
by the County Boroughs particularly in 
Scotland where the large boroughs devote 
30 per cent. of their direct labour em- 
ployees to new housing. But overall 
82.6 per cent. of the local authority men 
are engaged on repair and maintenance 
compared with only 31 per cent. of the 
contractors’ men. 
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tractors’ organisations and there are a 
number of very big municipal units, Direct 
labour accounts for one-eighth of new local 
authority housing and for one half of the 
labour force on new and major road works. 
It does only a small amount of other new 
work such as schools, offices, water supply 
and sewerage schemes. The main emphasis 
is On maintenance where direct labour 
employs 80 per cent. of the road main- 
tenance men and a substantial but un- 
known per centage of the men engaged in 
maintenance of other local authority pro- 
perty such as houses and schools. Alto- 
gether direct labour employs 182,000 men. 


Powers of Authorities 


Local authority direct labour operations 
are therefore of some significance and it 
might be thought that they would be 
enshrined in statute. This however is not 
the case. The powers of local authorities 
to use direct labour are no more than 
implied. Local authorities have express 
powers or duties to execute work and it 
seems that as a result they have by impli- 
cation the right to carry out this work by 
direct labour.

Further facts about direct labour work 
which may not have been published before 
appear in the local authority book. 
Evidently, the Ministry of Housing collect 
figures which show that in April, 1959 
there were 137 local authorities building 
new houses by direct labour (presumably 
Scotland was not included). At that date 
they had 465 housing schemes in progress 
covering nearly 14,000 dwellings which 
represented one out of every eight council 
houses then under construction. 

The local authority housing programme 
has, as a matter of Government policy, 
been cut considerably but while the direct 
labour force on it has declined from its 
1953 peak of 25,000 to 18,000 (28 per cent.) 
the contractors’ labour force similarly 
engaged has fallen from some 250,000 to: 
125,000 (50 per cent.). Direct labour 
housing maintenance on the other hand 
is rising and the local authority publica- 
tion forecasts that the total direct labour 
force on building maintenance may rise 
by another 10,000 men as the local authori- 
ties become bigger and bigger property 
owners. 

Table 6 shows the number of local 
authority men engaged on housing and 
other building work. 

Out of a total local authority direct 
labour force of 182,000 Table 6 shows that 
100,000 men are employed on building 
work. This leaves 82,000 employed on 
civil engineering work. The vast majority 
of these men, about 75,000 in all, are 
employed on roads. As far as road main- 
tenance and minor improvements are con- 
cerned direct labour far outnumbers the 
contractors. There must be over 65,000 
direct labour men employed on road main- 
tenance compared with perhaps 5,000 men 
employed by contractors. Nowhere is 
direct labour so firmly entrenched to the 
exclusion of contractors. The position is 
not much happier for the contractors on 
new road works and major improvements. 
For many years direct labour outnumbered 
contractors on this work also but with 
the expansion of the major road pro- 
gramme the respective labour forces have 
come roughly into balance at about 10,000 
each. Apart from roads, some local 
authorities also carry out water supply and 
sewerage schemes by direct labour but the 
work of this character that is undertaken 
by direct labour does not seem to be 
substantial. 

To sum up at this stage it can be said 
that the use of direct labour by local 
authorities is growing. On average the 
individual departments are larger than con- 


The implied powers to use direct labour 
are, however, restricted or so it was always 
thought. A local authority cannot “go 
into the contracting business” and carry 
out private work or do work for another 
authority. It can only carry out its own 
work. A few local authorities however 
have taken powers in private Acts of 
Parliament to carry out work for one 
another and to hire out plant to one 
another. Such special acts are promoted 
by a county council and the special powers 
that are taken exist between the county 
council and the various local authorities 
within its boundaries. Quite recently the 
general contention that local authorities 
have no right to hire out their plant has 
been challenged by the Association of 
Municipal Corporations. 

The question of the restrictions on local 
authorities in the conduct of their direct 
labour operations leads straight to the 
controversial issues. And it should not 
be thought that it is only the contractors 
that claim cause for complaint. The Union 
publication for example argues strongly 
that local authorities are at a serious 
disadvantage compared with contractors 
because they cannot work for third parties 
and unlike contractors cannot estimate for 
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a profit to build up a reserve against 
possible future losses. This latter point is 
amplified in the local authority publica- 
tion which points out that a works depart- 
ment cannot underbid when it is short of 
work and recover profits later when work 
is more plentiful. 

In principle there seems no reason why 
local authorities should not be free to 
carry out work for third parties. But it 
should be quickly added that before doing 
so they should obtain a clear mandate 
from their ratepayers. Contracting is a 
risky business and the ratepayers might 
not unreasonably object if their money is 
utilised outside the municipal sphere. 
After all, if the outside operations are not 
successful it will be the ratepayers money 
that will be lost. 


Outputs, Profits and Losses 


The question of profits and losses on 
direct labour operations must also be con- 
sidered in the context of the duty of a 
local authority towards its ratepayers. That 
duty is to obtain the best possible value 
for the ratepayers’ money. This surely 
cannot mean that savings made on some 
jobs by using direct labour should be 
allowed to be squandered by losses on 
other jobs. To do so would seem to place 
the continued existence of the direct 
labour department above the interests of 
the ratepayers. 

In practice, however, these two points 
about a local authority being limited to 
its own schemes and not operating a profit 
and loss account are largely academic. 
They are academic because they relate to 
the need for manoeuvre to obtain a smooth 
flow of work whereas in practice, as will 
be shown later, local authorities can and 
do keep their direct labour departments 
supplied with virtually perfect continuity 
of work simply because they do not have 
to compete for it. Occasionally an indi- 
vidual department may experience diffi- 
culties if for example it is allowed to build 
itself up for a large scheme and then faces 
a run down on completion, but in general 
direct labour does very nicely thank you 
with regard to continuity of work. 

The reference to profits and losses leads 
to the kernal of this issue—costs. There 
is only one justification for direct labour. 
This is that direct labour can carry out 
work more cheaply than contractors. This 
does not mean, as the Union publication 
tries to imply, that the continued use of 
direct labour should be jeopardised by 
occasional minor overspendings. And this 
certainly is not the case because as the 
local authority publication admits “esti- 
mates may be permitted to be out by a 
small margin.” It does, however, mean 
that the use of direct labour should year 
by year show a consistent (and not insigni- 
ficant) saving as compared with the use

of contractors. Savings (or losses) are the 
acid test of direct labour. 

Unfortunately all too little information is 
available on this subject. Indeed the only 
guide in the official statistics are the figures 


of the outputs per man achieved by 
direct labour and by contractors. Ministry 
of Works figures are published from 


which gross outputs per man achieved by 
contractors on various classes of work can 
be calculated. Unfortunately the similar 
figures collected in respect of direct labour 
are not published so that comparisons by 
classes of work cannot be made. However, 
the Board of Trade in their Census of 
Production reports do publish figures of 
net outputs achieved for all classes of 
work. The latest figures available are set 
out in Table 7.

It will be noted that contractors achieve 
a net output per man which is substantially 
greater than that achieved by direct labour. 
Furthermore the disparity is growing. The 
difference. may be partly due to working 
hours and partly due to the type of work 
undertaken and it must be remembered 
that direct labour concentrates on main- 
tenance work where lower outputs might 
reasonably be expected. Size is also a ‘actor 
and it has already been noted that on 
average direct labour departments are much 
larger than contracting organisations and in 
g2neral it might b2 exnected that Jarger 
organisations would achieve bigger net out- 
puts per man. But the 1954 c:nsus results 
(unfortunately no later figurzs are at 
present available) show that contrac‘ors 
beat direct labour on net output all the 
way along the line as regards size (sce 
Table 8). It is in fact surprising how [tt's 
difference size makes to the net outputs of 
local authorities.

The question of profits is obviously a 
factor that must be taken into accont 
when considering the net outputs. The 
profit element in the contractors’ figures 
cannot however account for much more 
than a quarter of the disparity. It should 
also be remembered that excessive costs go 
to swell the output of direct labour because 
they are almost invariably met, but in the 
case of contractors they are not usually 
reimbursed and do not therefore swell the 
output figure. 

All in all, and in the absence of more 
dstailed figures, it seems fair to infer that 
the disparity between the net outputs per 
man achieved by contractors and direct 
labour is so great that it points to great«r 
efficiency on the part of contractors. 

The question of relative efficiency would 
of course be resolved if each and every 
job were the subject of equal and fair 
competition between direct labour and 
contractors. Such, however, is not the case. 
Both the Union and local authority publica- 
tions admit that competition is the 
exception rather than the rule. Indeed the 
local authority publication describes these 
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local authorities that secure all their 
schemes by competitive tendering as a 
“small but interesting minority.” But this 
almost total absence of competition does 
not prevent either the Union publication or 
the local authority publication from making 
their own appraisals of the relative costs 
of direct labour and contractors. 


The Union publication says that out of 
661 local authorities whom the author 
asked to complete a questionnaire, which 
included a question as to whether the 
results of direct labour compared favour- 
ably with those of contractors, either 
financially or in general efficiency, five gave 
replies implying that their departments 
could be considered failures; 165 did not 
reply to the particular question either 
because they had no comparison available 
or did not wish to commit themselves on a 
question “so closely related to policy”; 25 
rated their performance as “fair”; and 466 
indicated that the results were definitely 
favourable compared with private con- 
tractors. Despite the salutary honest 
comments of five departments and the 
suspicious silence of 165 others, the 
results do indicate strong support for direct 
labour on the part of the actual practi- 
tioners. The evidence contrasts strongly 
with the conclusion of one _ impartial 
investigation—the Girdwood enquiry into 
the cost of house building—-which found 
no reason to believe that house building by 


direct labour is more economical than 
building under contract. 
The Girdwood Committee conclusion 


admittedly relates only to house building 
and dates back to 1946 so let us pass on 
to the very recent conclusion of the local 
authority publication—a rather involved 
and very interesting conclusion indeed. 
After noting the absence of much firm 
information, it says that such figures as 
were available “confirmed the general im- 
pression that direct labour is neither 
markedly cheaper nor markedly more ex- 
pensive in first costs and that the balance 
of advantage, if any, is to be found else- 
where.” ‘ Elsewhere” is revealed to be 
better quality of work which results in 
lower long term maintenance costs. An 
interesting observation is made that costs 
of better conditions of service for labour 
employed by local authorities appeared to 
cancel out savings on profits made by 
contractors. 


The related question of quality of work 
is an important one because slipshod 
workmanship can result in very high 
maintenance costs. It should be mentioned 
however that local authorities, like any 
client, have full power to demand and get 
the quality of work they desire from their 
contractors. And contractors hasten to 
point out that whereas their work is 
independently supervised the work of 
direct labour almost invariably is not. 
There is therefore no safeguard against a 
works department trimming the specifica- 
tion to prevent an overspending or to 
create a bigger saving. A quotation in the 
employers’ publication is worth repeating 
in this context. Dr. A. H. Marshall, city 
treasurer of Coventry, has said “local 
authorities should be particularly anxious to 
guard against a situation in which the heads 
of departments cynically accept standards 
of work from a direct labour department 
which would not be tolerated from a 
private contractor.” 


Similar arguments surround the related 
issue of costing. The Girdwood enquiry 
into the cost of house building referred to 
earlier stated that it was not satisfied that 
all the items normally included in a 
contractor’s price were shown to an 
equivalent extent in the cost of direct 
labour schemes and referred to “con- 
siderable variations in practice’ with 
regard to apportionment of overhead costs. 
The recent local authority publication 
defends the position by stating that there 
are strong pressures pushing the other way 
in that no other department wants to 
shoulder the overheads of the works 
department. It admits that within the 
framework of these competing pressures 
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there may be some differences of opinion 
on the right division of overheads, but says 
that such divergencies would appear to 
have a minimal effect. The employers’ 
publication refers to the patent lack of 
proper costing for direct labour, to 
dubious expedients to disguise real costs 
and to the limited functions of the men 
who should be the public’s watchdogs in 
this matter, namely the District Auditors, 


_A surprising and disquieting admission 
is made in the local authority publication 
that some local authorities may deliberately 
Over-estimate for non-competitive work in 
order to avoid criticisms of overspending, 
It goes on to allege that critics are ever 
ready to highlight every occasion when 
final costs exceed estimates, but that the 
more favourable results are not given their 
due. Let it first be said that such 
publicity whether critical or favourable can 
rarely be indulged in since the necessary 
facts are not available particularly as com- 
petition is the exception rather than the 
rule. However there seems no reluctance 
on the part of direct labour to claim their 
successes when they can prove it, but 
certainly individual contractors are slow to 
condemn the failures for fear of biting the 
hand that feeds them. 


To return to the question of comparative 
costs there nowhere seems to be any over- 
whelming evidence of the superiority of 
direct labour as would justify the consider- 
able use to which direct labour is put. A 
further and most important factor should 
be noted. The comparisons that are made 
ignore one tremendous advantage that 
direct labour enjoys over contractors. This 
advantage is continuity of work. Direct 
labour operations are based on a Steady 
flow of work and a steady labour force. 
Contractors are subject to the ups and 
downs of the construction programme. And 
yet with this important advantage direct 
labour seems to be unable to produce work 
at a lower cost than contractors. 


The question of fluctuations is no 
academic Point. In 1958 for example when 
the combined effects of the credit squeeze 
and investment restriction hit the construc- 
tion industry contractors had to lay off 
29,000 men. But the local authority direct 
labour force remained precisely the same. 
It is worth noting that the inevitable 
fluctuations that do occur are all the more 
severe on contractors when, come fair 
winds or foul, direct &ibour continues to 


_- its own steady and not unsubstantial 
slice, 


Competitive Tendering 


Direct labour is able to insulate itself 
from these fluctuations simply because it 
does not have to compete for its work. 
This question of competitive tendering 
must therefore be examined carefully. It 
takes only a little reading between the lines 
of the local authority publication and the 
Union publication to discover that the local 
authorities themselves simply hate any 
suggestion that they should be forced to 
subject their direct labour departments to 
competitive tendering. The local authority 
publication for example states that an icy 
wind blew down the corridor of many 
works departments when the Ministry of 
Housing tried to enforce competitive 
tendering on local authorities in January 
1958. It adds, however, that in practice the 
wind proved less chilly than was expected 
since authorities were not obliged by the 
Ministry to compete on all their contracts 
but only to test the market now and then. 

Here lies a dilemma. Parliament's inten- 
tion clearly is that direct labour departments 
should compete for their work. But the 
appropriate Government departments are 
unwilling to enforce this competition. 
Parliament’s position was stated very 
clearly in the House of Commons by Mr. 
Marples when he was in the Ministry 0 
Housing and Local Government in 1953. 
He said: “Section 266 of the Local 
Government Act of 1933 makes_ plain 
Parliament’s intention that public invita- 
to tender for contracts for the execution

of works should be the rule. The Model 
Standing Orders with respect to contracts 
issued for the guidance of local authorities 
are framed to embody this principle, and the 
Memorandum accompanying them stresses 
the importance of adhering to it. My Right 
Honourable friend (the Minister of 
Housing) does not think an additional 
circular is required.’ Mr. Marples did not 
however mention that the Local Govern- 
ment Act contains a loophole and makes 
an exception if standing orders so provide. 
Nor did he mention that the Model Stand- 
ing Orders contain an alternative wording 
which completes the loophole through 
which all the local authorities gratefully 
slip. So although the Ministry of Housing 
and Local Government (formerly the 
Ministry of Health) has in fact issued a 
number of circulars to local authorities 
about the importance of competitive 
tendering these circulars have been con- 
spicuous for their breach rather than for 
their observance. And the local authorities 
have in any event been pleased to discover 
that these circulars relate only to housing 
and not to work such as sewage and water 
supply schemes. The Ministry of Transport 
for its part has not issued any circulars at 
all and makes no attempt to enforce 
comp2titive tendering upon local authorities 
carrving out road work by direct labour. 
The overall result has been that local 
authority direct labour departments have 
become geared to handling, and to expect- 
ing, a steady supply of non-competitive 
work. This is the simple fact. The con- 
flicting and circular claims of direct labour’s 
exponents that it needs continuity work 
because of the restrictions on its operations 
and equally that these restrictions must be 
removed in order to give it continuity of 
work can now be szen in their true light. 


Ambitious Proposals 


But although direct labour does not have 
to survive in a competitive world this does 
not prevent its exponents from making 
ambitious proposals for its future develop- 
ment. The late Aneurin Bevan although 
aware of its poor outout record saw direct 
labour as the indirect means of nationalis- 
ing the construction industry. The Union 
publication sees the work of direct labour 
as ranking second in importance only to 
that of a proposed National Building 
Corporation. The local authority publica- 
tion while admitting that the record of 
direct labour is one of faithful often 
humdrum service sees it as providing a 
unique opportunity for a co-operative 
effort between the client, the designer and 
the site organisation in the development of 
experimental work on the use of new 
materials, in the use of new building tech- 
niques, cost research and pre-planning. 

Although in making such ambitious pro- 
posals the exponents of direct labour tend 
to overlook its more obvious shortcomings 
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there is one defect about which they are 
prepared to dilate at considerable length. 

This is the subject of administration. 
The Union book for example published in 
1954 castigates the inadequate staffing of 
direct labour departments, the unjustified 
interference in day to day operations by 
committees, the absence of costings (pre- 
viously noted by the Girdwood report in 
1946) and other data necessary for proper 
control. These selfsame criticisms are 
now made in the local authority book pub- 
lished this year which particularly stresses 
the inadequate salary scales given to build- 
ing managers. Clearly little improvement 
has been made on this vital matter of 
administration despite the fact that the 
shortcomings have been known for years. 


The problem is however a more funda- 
mental one. It is not so much a question 
as to whether one type of administrative 
set-up is to be preferred to another but 
rather as to whether local authorities are 
constitutionally and even emotionally the 
right sort of organisations to carry out 
construction work, 


Clearly every local authority of some 
size needs a small nucleus of maintenance 
men. But a glance back at Table 3 shows 
that many direct labour departments com- 
prise much more than “a small nucleus.” 
There is much evidence to suggest that 
beyond a certain point the interests of the 
ratepayers would be better served if local 
authorities used the contract system rather 
than direct labour. Beyond this point the 
local authority becomes an expert buyer-in 
on behalf of its ratepayers and it has after 
all a well established construction industry 
in which to do its shopping. 

Where is this point? In the absence of 
competition this is a question that is rarely 
asked. The local authorities do not seem 
to be inclined to do their own soul search- 
ings. Having got departments of a certain 
size their attitude is to use them and keep 
them fully occupied. Who then can bring 
about such a fundamental change of 
approach? The weakness of the employers’ 
book is that it leaves this huge problem 
to John Citizen and the ballot box. 


Government Action Wanted 


Let us face the fact that direct labour 
is unlikely to become a live political issue 
on which elections national or local will 
be fought. It is far too narrow and 
obtuse for that. Equally public an- 
nouncements from contractors are bound 
to be labelled as self interested and 
although there is no reason why they 
should not be made they are unlikely to 
yield much in the way of results. The only 
hope, therefore, is action from the Govern- 
ment. Action to make ‘the Ministries 
enforce Parliament’s intention? Such 
action has been singularly lacking up to 
now. But perhaps at least the whole situa- 
tion is sufficiently open to doubt that the 
Government might be persuaded to insti- 
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tute an impartial enquiry into the whole 
matter. How much longer can the Govern- 
ment tacitly accept without the test of 
competition the word of the local authori- 
ties in the sdending of about £200m. of 
public money every year. 


Two thoughts might however be put 
forward. They relate to the two main 
fields of direct labour namely housing and 
roads. The suggestion on housing is 
prompted by a remarkable statement in 
the local authority publication. It says 
that the use of direct labour is advan- 
tageous because a council is expected to 
carry out emergency repairs, at night, in 
times of severe frosts or other crises with 
the promptness which private owners or 
tenants would not expect. Why, however, 
should council tenants not have to ring 
up the local plumber or the local electri- 
cian just as any private householder has 
to do? The first suggestion is therefore 
that council tenants should be made 
responsible for their own repairs and main- 
tenance and the local authorities should 
be relieved of this responsibility and thus 
be able to dispense with their direct labour 
force used for this work. The second 
suggestion is a similar one. Might there 
not be something in a national highway 
authority after all? Such an authority 
would relieve local authorities of their 
responsibility for construction and repair 
of all roads except say unclassified roads 
and could be established on strictly com- 
mercial lines and directly responsible to 
the Ministry of Transport. 


Finally a quick appraisal of the three 
books. All are biased and all suffer from 
the lack of information about direct 
labour. The Union book in a spirit of 
undergraduate enthusiasm ignores. the 
shortcomings of direct labour and makes 
sweeping statements for its future in which 
gigantic problems of organisation are dis- 
missed in two lines. It also gets some of 
its figures wrong. The local authority 
publication tries to be fair but succeeds 
only in whitewashing direct labour. It 
does not get to grips with the really funda- 
mental problems. The employers’ book is 
perhaps the fairest of all. In scholarly, 
text-book style it analyses the defects of 
the system of direct labour. But its 
remedies are too pat and too theoretical. 
The “public-minded citizen” will never 
resolve this issue. 
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SPECIAL URBAN ROADS 
Local Authorities Ask for More Money 


FOLLOWING a recent meeting with 
Mr. Ernest Marples, Minister of 
Transport, representatives of the 
Association of Municipal Corporations 
are now expecting a decision by the 
Minister on whether more money can 
be allocated for special urban roads. 
At this meeting Mr. Marples argued that 
one of the major problems in relation to 
the road construction programme was the 
ability of the civil engineering industry to 
cope with all the work; this was as import- 
ant as the question of financial resources. 
_ He reminded the representatives that the 
Intention was that, when the system of 
motorways was completed, there would be 
no need for long-distance motorists to 
enter the big cities unless they were resi- 
dents or were doing business there. He 


appreciated that the Association was asking 
for more money for special urban roads, 
and he promised that he would consider 
the suggestion for the setting up of a 
working party and also consult with the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, who was concerned with the whole 
question of local government finance. 


Advantages Being Lost 


A.M.C. representatives had _ earlier 
pointed out that much of the advantage of 
the Government’s proposals for improving 
trunk roads and the construction of motor- 
ways would be lost if they were not supple- 
mented by the improvement of major roads 
leading to, and also situated in, the built- 
up areas. 

Much more money needed to be spent 
on roads than was at present contemplated 


if there was to be reasonable provision for 
the increasing needs of traffic. It had been 
argued that the cost of motorways in 
country areas was very much less than the 
cost of equivalent classes of road in the 
cities, but while the Government bore the 
whole of the cost of motorways it bore 
only 75 per cent. of the cost of construc- 
tion of roads in county boroughs. 


Grants Revision 


Local authorities, the Minister was told, 
were committing themselves to enormous 
expenditure in the construction of roads 
for the benefit of the nation, and although 
the association was not asking—and indeed 
would not ask—for 100 per cent. grant for 
this work, it did feel that the present grant 
arrangements needed revision in the light 
of the increased expenditure on the type of 
road which was now being demanded. They 
reminded the Minister that the recently in- 
creased tax on vehicles, which seemed to 
have raised very little comment, was ex- 
pected to yield £20 million per year.

Notebook... 


AM getting a little tired of reading 

reports and articles on the business 
side of building, written by people gener- 
ally considered to be experts in the field, 
in which there appear thinly veiled accusa- 
tions or innuendos relating to the integrity 
of building contractors. 

Not so very long ago the West Riding 
Standing Joint Committee were told at 
their meeting at Wakefield by Ald. A. W. 
Tack, of Keighley, that he had been con- 
nected with the building industry for many 
years (he did not say what the connection 
was) and that they were “a most un- 
scrupulous lot of people.” All because the 
lowest tender received for alterations at 
a police headquarters was £5,409, whereas 
the county architect’s department had esti- 
mated that the work could be done for 
£4,000. 

Without spending too much time on it 
I can think of several reasons for this 
difference in figures, some of which would 
not, I imagine, please the West Riding 
Standing Joint Committee very much. 
Building contractors have broad shoulders 
I know and, this being a free country, 
there is nothing to prevent Ald. Tack, and 
those who think like him, from making 
these sweeping and extravagent statements 
in public. 

Nor is there anything to prevent Diana 
Rowntree writing in The Guardian to the 
effect that “in response to the human 
weakness of the client contractors have 
evolved ‘the package deal’. The con- 
tractor undertakes the design process as 
the first stage of a building project, thus 
relieving the client of responsibilities that 
he would be wiser to assume. Who should 
be in control of a building project? Should 
it be the architect, who is trained to design 
a building for its job and in relation to 
its site? Or the contractor, who is con- 
cerned to make the building operation 
pay? To pay whom? The design that 
pays the contractor will not always be 
the one that is most profitable to the 
building owner or most efficient from the 
user’s point of view.” 

What, my readers may ask, possible 
evidence has Miss Rowntree in support of 
that gratuitous sneer at building con- 
tractors? If she has any she did not 
bother to give it in her article. This did 
not deter her from continuing in the same 
vein, for after describing the traditional 
British practice, that is her description 
of it, of an architect inviting five or six 
contractors to tender on the basis of “fan 
outline set of working drawings, a specifi- 
cation, and a bill of quantities,” she goes 
on to say that an alternative method is 
for “the architect to choose a contractor, 
and negotiate a contract with him. This 
method should have the advantage that 
the contractor can contribute to the design. 
It will certainly effect economies, but 
whether the client will benefit by them, or 
whether they merely allow the contractor 
to sway the job in the direction that suits 
his organisation, is by no means certain.” 
Later on she advances the view that “the 
shape that suits the builder to build may 
not suit the user of the building. They 
have a second, less altruistic, reason.” 

All this is part of a build-up for the 
architect, of whom she says “neither 
loyalty to a particular organisation, nor 
consideration for personal profit should 
colour his judgment.” 


bee building contractors are strug- 
gling to regain their breath, I would 
remind Miss Rowntree that the day has 
not yet come when professional integrity 
within the building industry is confined 
to 66 Portland Place. If she doubts that 
I would refer her to a usful and realistic 
piece of journalism recently indulged in 


by the Ideal Home magazine. Two months 
or so ago it published a series of complaints 
made by readers about the irresponsible 
and incompetent way their architects had 
overspent on the available budgets. These 
complaints, I should like to point out to 
Miss Rowntree, were facts and they took 
a great deal of answering. In the end 
an Official statement had to be made, or, 
to be more truthful, was made by the 
R.I.B.A., to the effect that an architect 
given a firm cost limit by his client and 
who then produces designs which cannot 
possibly be built within that limit, or 
nearly so, would not appear to be entitled 
to recover his fees; not all architects are 
reliable, any more than all doctors or 
lawyers are reliable, and it is no part of 
the R.I.B.A.’s business to defend the in- 
competent architect. 

All this may appear to be by the way. 
But is it? I firmly believe that builders 
and architects are in business to make 
profits on their labours. I have yet to find 
a builder or an architect who is not, and 
whether those profits are made by way 
of fees or the difference between what 
a job costs and what the builder’s price 
for it is makes no difference. 

I would, however, add this. In the 
normal course of events the builder is 
required to give a fairly full and detailed 
account of how he arrives at his price. 
The architect is under no such obligation. 
His fee is predetermined to the extent that 
it is based on the cost of the job. There- 
fore if he feels that his return is likely to 
be less than the value of the services he 
will be called upon to give he can decline 
to accept the commission. 

How does he know whether it will be 
worth his while to go ahead or not? Most 
of my readers would think that this is a 
simple question to answer, but we have 
it from no less a person than Mr. Gordon 
Ricketts, the Secretary of the R.I.B.A., that 
in the running of an architectural practice 
not much is known collectively about the 
relationship of fees to costs, or their 
relationship to quality of service to the 
client. If not much is known collectively 
then I think that it is reasonable to assume 
that in the case of most architectural 
practices not much is known individually. 
And this in a profession said to be con- 
cerned with 65 per cent. of a £2,000m. 
annual building programme! 

While this is the case, Miss Rowntree, 
sneers at the integrity of building con- 
tractors—whose services are bought far 
too cheaply anyway—are at a discount. 


Urban Redevelopment 


T the recent half-yearly meeting of the 
N.F.B.T.E. I rather gathered the im- 
pression that private builders are not at all 
happy with the views held by some local 
authorities on the part private contracting 
firms should play in the work involved in 
redeveloping urban areas. Some disturbing 
stories have already come to my notice 
that the attitude being adopted by many 
councillors is that the private building 
firms must be kept out at all costs. 

I can now inform them that this is by 
no means the official view, and my 
authority is no less than Earl Jellicoe, the 
Joint Parliamentary Secretary to the Mini- 
stry of Housing and Local Government. 
Deputising for the Minister, Mr. Henry 
Brooke, at the annual conference of the 
Urban District Councils Association at 
Margate a fortnight or so ago, Earl Jellicoe 
delivered the Minister’s speech, so in that 
sense what he had to say had greater 
authority still. To those urban district 
councils thinking along the lines I have 
mentioned his observations were some- 
thing of a shock. He told them to think 
ahead on the redevelopment of their towns 
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and to start by taking a careful look at 
the town and particularly at the town 
centre. He then asked them to assess 
its assets and deficiencies and, having 
done this, to assess what the opportunities 
are for redevelopment over the next 20 
years; to try to think out the problems in 
terms of priorities and to try to draw up 
a tentative programme. 

Then he brought the whole matter back 
to reality by saying that the whole process 
of renewal could only flourish successfully 
if the prosperity of the town was main- 
tained. This could be achieved by en- 
couraging private developers to play their 
part. “Your aim,” he said, “should be to 
think realistically of the scope for change 
and to put the brake on private redevelop- 
ment only where that seems certain to 
conflict with practical plans for the 
future.” 

That is plain enough, but later he 
returned to the theme by stressing that in 
our towns today most of what we take 
pride in from the past was originally the 
product of both private and public initia- 
tive and that in redevelopment there were 
splendid opportunities for successful 
collaboration between public and private 
enterprise. 


HERE can be no doubt, of course, that 
local authorities have big advantages 
over private developers. Two of the most 
important are their powers in regard to 
planning and compulsory purchase but, as 
Earl Jellicoe made clear, successfully to 
carry out commercial development calls 
for experience, organisation, skill, know- 
ledge of the market, and so forth, in all 
of which the private developer is generally 
better trained than any local authority can 
be. He therefore urged local authorities 
to attract private developers and private 
capital to participate with councils in 
schemes which looked like being sound 
business propositions—for both parties. 

I don’t know what the reaction of the 
urban district councils will be to this 
advice. Some will already be acting along 
these lines; others will probably be per- 
suaded by the Parliamentary Secretary's 
observations. There will still remain a 
fair number who, I fear, will only co- 
operate with private enterprise as a last 
resort. However, I hope that the promin- 
ence I have given to the official view on 
the matter will assist private contractors 
and developers if and when they find it 
necessary to argue their case with unco- 
operative local authorities. 


LONDON-SOUTH WALES 
MOTORWAY 


Chiswick-Langley Section Contract 


Mr. Ernest Marples, Minister of Trans- 
port, has now accepted a tender submitted 
by Fitzpatrick and Son (Contractors), Ltd., 
for initial work on the Chiswick-Langley 
section of the London-South Wales Motor- 
way. The tender, as reported previously 
in the Journal, amounts to £459,104. 

The main purpose of the work is to re- 
position the two 30ft. carriageways of the 
Great West Road between the Chiswick 
Flyover and Boston Park Road to allow 
for an 18ft. central reservation on which 
the supports for the motorway viaduct 
will later be erected. The present contract 
also provides for the construction of 
pedestrian subways at intervals along this 
part of the Great West Road. 

The work is to be completed in 15 
months, and is to be done in such a way 
as to cause the least possible interference 
with traffic using the Great West Road. 

Letting of contracts for the construction 
of the viaduct and of the remainder of the 
motorway will be timed to aim at com- 
pletion of the whole of this length of 
motorway in 1964. 

The roadworks and the viaduct have 
been designed for the Ministry by Sir 
Alexander Gibb and Partners, consulting 
engineers,

ORK is already more than half 
completed on a new factory for 
Ferodo, Ltd., at Griffiths Crossing, 
Caernarvon, where the foundation stone 
was laid last week by Mr. R. G. Soothill, 
the chairman of the parent organisation, 
Turner and Newall, Ltd. 

After close consultation with the Board 
of Trade, the 50-acre site, which over- 
looks the Menai Straits, was selected 
because of its proximity to the available 
labour, and excavation work began in 
January of this year. The factory, which 
will produce brake linings, clutch facings 
and non-slip stairtreads, is expected to be 
completed by next April, the steel-framed 
structure being now almost fully-cladded. 


Scenic Protection 


In the design and construction of the 
factory, which is situated within a 
few miles of the Snowdonia National Park, 
particular care has been taken to ensure 
that the amenities of the district are not 
harmed. Trees will be planted between 
the Menai Straits’ foreshore and the build- 
ings, to screen the factory from Anglesey, 
while planting between road and railway 
will break up the outline seen from the 
road. The production block, a single-storey 
building, 800ft. long and 300ft. wide, will 
be only 29ft. high. To ensure that the 
building takes on a local colour, exposed 
aggregate slabs are being used for the 
lower 8fit., incorporating a high proportion 
of local materials. The side cladding and 
roof are to be a Cumberland stone colour, 
the roof spandrels dark olive green, and the 
trim, asbestos coloured white. 

Also in the interests of local amenity, 
the whole site has been dropped 3ft. 6in. 
below the original average level in order 
to conceal the factory as much as possible, 
and this involved about 120,000 cu. yd. of 
excavation. 

All the factory buildings will be con- 
centrated between the railway line and the

Menai Straits. Three asbestos-clad, steel- 
framed structures are being used for the 
production, service and canteen blocks, 
with Arcon sawtooth roof building for the 
two former and Arcon monitor roof for 
the latter. 

The production block is designed on the 
open plan principle to provide maximum 
flexibility of plant arrangement as the 
company’s plans develop. In planning the

site, provision has also been made for the 
erection of two further production blocks 
of a similar size, should this be necessary 
in a few years’ time. The service block 
will be 250ft. long and 100ft. wide, and the 
canteen block 120ft. long and 90ft. wide. 

The two-storey office block will be a 
reinforced, concrete-framed building 180ft. 
long and 48ft. wide, with provision made 
for a third storey to be added later if 
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necessary. Between the road and the rail- 
way, provision has been made for a park 
for cars and buses. 

Present Progress 

Despite a period of three weeks when 
the bulldozers were only able to carry out 
about three full days of work, the con- 
tractors are now ahead of their programme 
schedule. 

The production block is well on the way 
to completion and almost ready to receive 
machinery. Mechanical and_ electrical 
installations have already begun and 


ventilation fans will soon be installed in 
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and will ultimately have a gatehouse by 
the main road. The road system itself, 
together with all buildings, has been pro- 
vided with drains, although the roads will 
not be metalled until the scheme is nearer 
completion. 


Work is also going ahead on the service, 
canteen and office blocks, as well as the 
single-storey link between factory and 
offices, which is to house the first aid and 
medical rooms. The _ service block is 
beginning to take shape; in the two-storey 
office block the majority of the concrete 
work, including the staircase, is well under

the roof-slopes. The concrete floor slab 
will be laid within 11 weeks, and this will 
be 9in. thick over the whole area, contain- 
ing pits for machines and plant. A cement 
batching plant was set up on the site and 
a monorail installed to transport the con- 
crete and tip it where required, 

A new single-track bridge across the rail- 
way line giving direct access from the 
main road to the works road has been 
constructed. It can take loads of 50 tons 


way; the canteen block will begin to take 
shape shortly. 

The transformer switch house is com- 
pleted ready for the installation of main 
cables and a start is being made on the 
effluent disposal plant.

BOURNEMOUTH NEWSPAPER 
BUILDING EXTENSION 


N extension is now under construction 

for the “Evening Echo,” Bournemouth 
(Southern Newspapers, Ltd.), consisting of 
a three-storey building with deep base- 
ments, covering a plan area of approxi- 
mately 120ft. x 55ft. 

The lower basement slab is Qin. thick 
and cast on the ground with p.v.c. water 
bars at all construction joints to ensure 
freedom from dampness, This slab is 
monolithic with the internal stanchion 
bases and with the enclosing reinforced 
concrete retaining walls which are 12in. 
to 18in. thick, and vary in height from 10ft. 
to 22ft. The subsoil consists of hard 
compact sand, and the foundations were 
designed for a ground bearing pressure of 
4 tons per sq. ft. 

The lower ground floor consists partly 
of a 7in. suspended slab designed for a 
superimposed load of 150lb. per sq. ft., 
and partly of an 8in. slab capable of carry- 
ing a 25-ton paper lorry. These slabs are 
supported on transverse beams, which in 
turn are carried by the reinforced concrete 
retaining walls, and internal reinforced 
concrete columns. 

Part of the upper ground floor, together 
with a ramp connecting the upper and 
lower levels, consists of 7in. slabs designed 
for a superload of 150lb. per sq. ft., again 
supported by reinforced concrete beams 
carried by the retaining walls and internal 
reinforced concrete columns, 


Higher Levels 


The higher levels of the extension are 
supported by structural steelwork carried 
by the basement reinforced concrete 
columns and walls, with floors constructed 
in precast slabs, except for the foundry and 
Linotype floors, which are in situ. : 

The foundry floor is 9in. thick, designed 
for a superimposed load of 2cwt. per sq. 
ft.. and the Linotype floor is 7in. thick 
designed for a superload of lcwt. per. sq. ft. 

Three new press beds are being con- 
structed in the existing building, the 
presses being mounted on a 12in. thick 
base slab with built-up sections In plain 
concrete, the whole being capable of sup- 

ting a load of 146 tons.

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GOOD PROGRESS ON THE M.6 MOTORWAY 


River-Canal-Rail Crossing Nearing Completion 


ARLY next month, when more than 
900ft. of steel girders weighing 440 
tons are moved across the valley at Gat- 
hurst, in Lancashire, the first of the 
three large viaducts on the Birmingham- 
Preston Motorway (M.6) will be nearing 
completion. 

Work is now in progress along the whole 
78-mile length of the motorway from 
Dunston in Staffordshire to the Preston 
By-pass, and is scheduled for completion 
in 1963. The first works to be put in hand 
in 1959 were the viaducts, and four road- 
over-rail bridges being built by the British 
Transport Commission. 

The viaduct at Gathurst, some three 
miles west of Wigan, will be completed by 
the end of this year. Cresswell Viaduct, 
adjoining the Stafford By-pass, should b- 
ready early next year, and the mile-and-a- 
quarter long Thelwall Viaduct, three miles 
east of Warrington, will be completed in 
about a year’s time. 


Spectacular Structure 


The Gathurst Viaduct and approaches is 
a spectacular steel girder structure of more 
than a quarter-mile long. It goes over an 
85ft. deep valley, the river Douglas, the 
Leeds-Liverpool Canal, the Wigan-South- 
port Railway and a minor road. 

The viaduct, now being built by A. Monk 
and Co., Ltd., at a cost of more chan 
£800,000, consists of four 150ft. svans and 
two side spans of 100ft. each, with a 400ft. 
long embankment at the northern approach 
and a 200ft. embankment to the south. 
Between parapets, the viaduct will be 108ft. 
wide, while tthe approach embankments 
will be 124ft. wide at finished road level. 

More than 700 piles had to be driven into 
the silty clay overlaying shale and sandstone 
for the foundations. The total length of 
piles amounted to 30,000 lin. ft. Founda- 
tions of the three centre piers had to be 
formed in permanent steel sheet piled 
cofferdams, due to the proximity of the 
canal and river. 

Abutments and piers in reinforced con- 
crete vary in height from 36ft. to 7Oft. 
above the footings: the pier columns are 
6ft. in diameter. All the concrete for this 
work was. weigh-batched, mixed and 
pumped directly where required, as acc<ss 
to individual sites by ordinary transport 
was difficult because of the railway, canal 
and river. 

The steel girders for the viaduct are 
designed as continuous beams over the full 
800ft. There are 10 of these girders of 
10ft. overall depth and of welded construc- 
tion. They are fabricated in sections up to 
93ft. long, weighing about 23 tons. 


Week-end “Launchings” Only 


At the back end of the launching area, 
high on the north embankment, the 
girders are off-loaded by temporary gantrics 
and positioned on the launehing track 
which is 380ft. long, with 24in. steel balls 
in pairs in channels to form a ball-race. 
The two girders to be launched are then 
braced together and rolled into position for 
attachment to the 110ft. long latticed 
launching nose, used to keep the loads on 
the piers to a minimum during launching. 

The girders are then moved from the 
abutment out over the piers, usually for a 
length of one or two spans—150ft. or 300ft. 

at a time. Work on the launching can 
take place only from Saturday midnight to 
Sunday mid-afternoon to avoid inter- 
ference with railway working below. 

When the full length of 800ft. of girder 
and 110ft. of launching nose is being rolled, 
a load of some 440 tons is involved. Tests 
on'the steel balls gave a value of 4 per cent. 
friction to be overcome; and, as the girders 
are moved up a 1 in 200 gradient, the 
calculated force required at the launching 
platform is in the region of 20 tons. This 


is applied by using sheave blocks between 
the pulling frame and a six-ton electric 
winch. 

The rate of movement of the girders 
varies between a foot and one-and-a-half 
feet per minute. 

When the launch of a pair of girders is 
completed, the launching nose is dismantled 
at the south embankment and returned by 
road to the north embankment for re- 
erection. Eight girders in four pairs have 
already been placed in position by this 
method. 

It is expected that the final pair of girders 
will be in position during August. About 
two acres of 9in. thick reinforced concrete 
will then be laid to form the deck slab, 
waterproofed and surfaced with 3in. of hot 
rolled asphalt. All this work should be 
completed by December. 


Crossing the Ship Canal 


Some 20 miles to the south, on the 
Lancashire - Cheshire boundary, Leonard 
Fairclough, Ltd., are building the 
one-and-a-quarter mile Thelwall Viaduct 
and approaches over the Manchester Ship 


completed, more than 1,600 piles having 
been driven. On the north bank of the 
Canal, however, working in cofferdam has 
just started for the piles for the main Canal 
crossing pier. 

On the south (Cheshire) side of the canal, 
threequarters of the piers—four-legged 
reinforced concrete portal frames varying 
in height from 30ft. to 80ft. above ground 
—have been completed. A temporary ramp, 
formed from 272,000 tons of imported 
filling, has been formed at the southern end 
of the viaduct to facilitate transport of 
materials to deck level. This will later be 
incorporated in the motorway embankment, 
which will be completed by Cheshire 
County Council. 

On the north (Lancashire) side of the 
canal, about a quarter of the piers, includ- 
ing the river Mersey piers and abutments 
and the end abutment, have becn 
completed. 

Delivery and erection of the sizelwork 
for the superstructure has commenced. The 
bridge structure carries two independent 
decks connected by a reinforced concrete

The work comprises construction of a 
multi-span bridge; road works and 
approach embankments’ between the 
Manchester-Liverpool road (A.57) and the 
Manchester-Chester trunk road (A.56); 
diversion of A.57 in dual carriageway con- 
struction on a line south of its existing 
route; construction of a new two-span 
bridge carrying the diverted route over the 
motorway at Martinscroft; and construction 
of part of the motorway junction of the 
double-U type with terminal roundabouts 
and slip roads. 

The Thelwall Bridge, 4,417ft. long will 
carry the motorway at a height of 93ft. 
over the Ship Canal and the river on 36 
spans. It will be 92ft. wide between 
parapets to accommodate dual 36ft. 
carriageways and a central reserve. 

Because of the terrain, extensive piling 
had to be carried out. This is almost 


Mersey—a £5m. 


slab in the central reservation. Each of the 
three lengths of some 1,100ft. is fixed 
laterally to a centre pier, allowing five 
spans each side, supported on single steel 
roller bearings, to expand. 


28-ton Girders 


The deck is supported on eight steel 
girders, four under each carriageway. The 
approach span girders are 8ft. 6in. deep in 
welded construction, weighing about 28 
tons each. The canal crossing girders ar? 
riveted and vary in devth from 10ft. to 20ft. 

Erection of the girders has started from 
the southernmost end; 24 girders over the 
three most southerly spans were in place by 
the end of June, and it is expected to 
complete another span every fortnight from 
now on.

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ABOUT 170 MILES OF MOTORWAY NOW 
UNDER CONSTRUCTION 


Preliminary Work in Hand for Further 420 Miles 


HE Minister of Transport, Mr. 
Ernest Marples, stated in the Com- 
mons last week that about 170 miles of 
motorway were now under construction. 
Since April 30 contracts had been 
placed for 50 miles, and he hoped that 
contracts for major bridge and tunnel 
works on the routes of a further 30 
miles would be placed by the end of 
this year. 

Mr. Marples said he was going ahead, 
as fast as statutory procedures and avail- 
ability of funds permitted, with the de- 
tailed preparation on all projects for which 
lines had been fixed. Preliminary work 
was meanwhile in hand on some 420 miles 
of proposed motorway for which lines had 
not yet been established. Fs 

Mr. Strauss: Can the Minister say 
whether he is being held up in any way 
from launching a bigger programme by 
the absence of road-making equipment, 
civil engineers or manpower? 

Mr. Marples: The limiting factor gener- 
ally is skilled labour, especially in the 
urban areas. 

Booklet (“Missing Links 3”) 

Sir W. Wakefield asked if the Minister 
had studied the booklet, “Missing Links 3,” 
describing the places where work on A.6, 
A.31, A.40 and A.56 was required; and 
when he intended to begin work in those 
places. ; a 

Mr. Marples: I read this publication 
with interest, but I regret that I cannot yet 
say when work on these schemes can 
start.

measures will have to be taken next year 
when the steelwork is erected over the 
Ship Canal to ensure that there is no 
interruption of navigation. 

A start is to be made shortly with the 
Mersey crossing. Steel girders will be 
cantilevered out across the river. The 
embankment carrying the motorway up to 
this crossing has been constructed on soft 
alluvial deposits—mainly sandy or clayey 
silts—up to 30ft. deep. These had to be 
stabilised by the use of vertical sand 
drains—about 3,300 varying in depth 
between 15ft. and 30ft. spaced out over 
the whole 74 acres covered by the embank- 
ment. 

At the northern end of the contract, 
Martinscroft Bridge, which will carry the 
A.57 road over the motorway and form 
part of the two-level junction between these 
roads, is complete except for the concrete 
decking and final surface. It has two 7lft. 
spans in steel beams with a reinforced con- 
crete slab on masonry-faced piers and 
abutments. 

The whole of the Thelwall bridgeworks 
and approaches will be completed before 
they are reached by the roadworks of the 
motorway in 1963. 

Design work on both Gathurst and 
Thelwall Viaducts and supervision of the 
construction is being carried out by 
Lancashire County Council (county 
surveyor Mr. James Drake, B.Sc., M.I.C.E.., 
M.I.Mun.E., F.Inst.H.E.) as agent authority 
to the Minister of Transport. 


ground readout station of the Missile 
Defence Alarm System, MIDAS. _ This 
would be situated at the Royal Air Force 
Station, Kirkbridge, in Cumberland.

In a written answer the Parliamentary 
Secretary for Science Mr. Denzil Freeth, 
told Mr. Bence that the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research had 
given help and advice in the formation 
of the Civil Engineering Research Council 
and that the Secretary of the Department 
was a member of the Council. 

No application for grant aid had yet

Knottingley Housing

Dundee Hospital 

The Secretary of State for Scotland, Mr. 
John Maclay, in a written answer informed 
Mr. G. M. Thomson that a decision in 
principle to build a new general hospital 
in Dundee had been announced in 1955; 
the architect had been appointed in 1956 
and detailed work on plans commenced in 
1959; building was expected to begin in 
1963 or 1964; the building period could 
not yet be reliably estimated but was un- 
likely to be less than five to six years. 
The present estimated cost of the hospital 


and medical school together was about 
£9m. 
Land Prices 

During a debate on land prices the 


Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, Mr. Brooke, said that interference 
with economic forces would result in less 
land coming on to the market. He stated 
that high prices tended to bring more land 
into use and made the redevelopment of 
outdated property more attractive. 

Nevertheless, he agreed that it might 
be that land was being held back from 
development by people who had bought it 
and were “sitting on it.’””, He warned such 
people that if an artificial shortage was 
created in that way he would be pre- 
pared to consider a compulsory Order to 
be made by the local authority for those 
who would develop the land. 

In general, however, over the greater 
part of England and Wales, the Minister 
said that the movements in land prices 
during recent years had been no more 
than would be normal in a reasonably 
prosperous society. Only in certain areas, 
in London, in some industrial areas and 
coastal resorts, had land prices risen much 
more than the normal amount. 


PARKING METERS FOR FINSBURY 


The Minister of Transport has approved, 
subject to minor modifications, the appli- 
cation by Finsbury Borough Council for 
a parking meter scheme. The scheme is 
expected to come into operation towards 
the end of November.

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PROFIT THROUGH PUBLIC RELATIONS 


Some Advice for the Smaller 


“TE is my strong belief that a better 
understanding of good public re- 
lations will not only benefit the 
builder but will benefit the indus- 
try as a whole,” said Mr. Peter Trench, 
O.B.E., T.D., national director, National 
Federation of Building Trades Em- 
ployers, in a Paper presented at the 
National Federation’s half-yearly meet- 
ing held recently in Blackpool. 

“It is easy to think that the industry 
is judged only by the gigantic projects now 
going on in our towns and cities: projects 
with their viewing platforms, illuminated 
nameboards, their 
neon-lighted tower PUTT" 
cranes, and the 
mystic letters 
painted neatly on 
each pane of glass | 
as glazing is com- 
pleted. To quite 
a degree this is 
correct, but let us |! 
never forget that it 
is also judged by 
the housewife who 
‘has the builders 
in’ and the hun- 
dreds of thousands 
of consumers in 
homes, factories, 
shops and offices 
who are at the 
receiving end of the builder’s treatment. 
The building industry to them is 
epitomised by the rather drab character 
who leaves colourful marks on the carpet, 
works to hours and days not known in 
the modern calendar, makes a noise almost 
beyond human endurance and then charges 
them for the privilege. 

“To say the least our public image is 
not a happy one. It is curious but true 
that the motor car industry is not judged 
by the thousands of small country garages 
up and down the country—many, no 
doubt, comparatively less competent than 
some of our smaller builders. Nor do the 
public see the undoubted inefficiency be- 
hind the factory walls. But builders go 
into their customers’ premises and display 
their wares for all to see and hear. Not 
for them the anonymity and protection of 
the factory walls and not for them judg- 
ment based on the most efficient unit.” 

Mr. Trench stated that the National 
Federation was fully aware of its own 
responsibilities in this matter of public 
relations, and that with the resources at 
its disposal, it was tackling the problem 
actively and with some success. Nobody, 
however, could sell a dud product, hence 
their interest in seeing that the product 
they were endeavouring to sell was really 
saleable. 

“Nine builders out of 10 if asked the 
question ‘What is your sales policy?’ would 
either say ‘Don’t be daft, I’m not selling 
tomatoes,’ or ‘I haven’t got one,’ and they 
might add ‘I don’t need one’” continued 
Mr. Trench. “Nine out of 10 builders 
would be wrong—unless, of course, their 
business is perfect. 


Function of Management 


“Selling is a function of management 
and it is just as much a function of 
management in building as in any other 
industry. What have you to sell? Your- 
self, your services, and the good name of 
your company. These are your wares. This 
nebulous thing called reputation is of little 
commercial value unless it is made use 
of and exploited in the best sense of the 
term. When I hear, as I often do, of a 
building firm perfectly capable of efficiently 
undertaking a local job, complaining that 
it has been snatched from him by a so- 
called national contractor I can’t help but 
feel that he should first look at his own 
public relations before he embarks on other 
excuses such as ‘London architects prefer 
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London contractors,’ ‘bribery and corrup- 
tion,’ ‘greater facilities for finance,’ etc. 
In many cases the firm concerned has 
failed to put itself across to its own local 
architects, let alone to architects outside 
its home town. 


“Sales Policy” 


“What do I mean by a ‘Sales Policy’? 
Perhaps this can best be answered by a 
further series of questions. What is your 
market? What are your geographical 
limitations? Are you selling to architects, 
quantity surveyors, or the public, or all 
of them? Which architects — local 
authority, private, local and/or national? 
Which public—general commercial, indus- 
trial or local authority? What type of 
work are you trying to sell? Is your 
policy to remain at your present size or 
to expand? What are the limitations to 
your sales? Are you trying to get on 
tender lists, or are you aiming at nego- 
tiated contracts? Who is responsible for 
getting work? Should you sell more of 
some sort of work than another sort of 
work, or more at one time of the year 
than at other times of the year? and so 
on and son on. Let us admit that of all 
industry building is the most difficult to 
ensure a controlled and regulated turn- 
over; but nevertheless a sales policy is 
required irrespective of whether you have 
a full order book and irrespective of 
whether it is your intention to expand or 
not. A sales policy, I suggest, is also re- 
quired no matter what the size of the 
firm may be. 

“All right, you say, we need all these 
things, and you haven’t mentioned any- 
thing we haven’t thought of. Maybe, but 
have you woven all this into a predeter- 
mined policy and have you closely defined 
the responsibilities for carrying it out? 
The question, I repeat, is of equal validity 
to the smallest as well as the largest in 
the land. The largest, however, can have 
specialised departments and outside public 
relations firms to help in carrying out this 
sales policy. For the smallest it is a matter 
for the principal himself. 


Relations with Public 


“The public will have knowledge of a 
building firm from its reputation, by 
experience, by hearsay, by advertisement, 
by the way it puts itself across. So will 
it be judged, and so will it bring about 
a conscious or subconscious public image. 
‘X and Sons—oh, those people, the biggest 
swindlers south of the border.’ ‘Z Bros. 
the people who never answer letters.’ ‘Q 
Ltd., now they’re a good bunch—very 
willing people even if not 100 per cent. 
efficient.’ ‘Y Partners—the people with 
the striped nameboard.’ 

“I have already said you can’t sell a 
dud product, anyhow not for long, and I 
am therefore making two assumptions 
about firms in so far as this talk is con- 
cerned. First complete integrity and, 
secondly, reasonable efficiency; without 
these virtues I doubt whether public rela- 
tions can be of help for long. 

“If you accept my earlier thesis that 
public relations is a function of manage- 
ment you should accept that it should be 
the responsibility of a director, partner 
or principal. You should accept, too, that 
an established policy should be agreed at 
board level. This does not mean the 
budgeting of large sums of money to be 
allocated on an annual basis, In the first 
place it means looking at the value for 
what you are spending intentionally or 
unintentionally on selling at the moment. 


Nameboards 


“The large majority of builders spend 
money on nameboards, ranging from the 
scruffy battered sign to the illuminated 
and composite board. They do this, pre- 
sumably, to advertise their wares as well 
as indicating to delivery vehicles where

their job is. God help some of them! The 
first axiom which should be applied to 
any nameboard is that it should be clean 
and in good condition. I would have 
thought that it would be worth paying a 
bit a day to one of the chaps on the site 
to keep it clean, for believe you me a 
scruffy nameboard is doing more harm 
than good to its owner. Secondly, it should 
attract attention, not by emitting pene- 
trating catcalls at irregular intervals, but 
by its make-up, colouring, and its 
positioning. 

“Separate colours for lettering and back- 
ground are obvious, but what is not so 
obvious is that some colours are far better 
for letters against a particular background 
than others. Look, for example, at the 
new road signs on the M.1. It is useless 
to have lettering that requires the reader 
to put on his glasses at 10ft. to see them. 
As for siting, I sometimes wonder what 
purpose is served by small boards fixed 
flat against the face of a building three 
storeys up. Is it that there is a potential 
customer three storeys up in the building 
across the street? Certainly the passing 
motorist can’t see it nor probably can the 
pedestrian unless he looks up to see if 
the sun is shining. If it is possible surely 
the best position for the board (double if 
necessary) is projecting at an angle from 
the building. The dual boards, forming a 
horizontal V can be seen by all and sundry 
coming both ways down the road. Size 
and proportion are important. It is only 
a personal reaction but sometimes when I 
see an outsize board of a national con- 
tractor almost screening the small project 
behind it I wonder whether that particular 
firm is short of work. Two sizes of board 
are useful. 


“There are, no doubt, some of my 
audience who are inclined to believe that 
this nameboard stuff is trivial and of little 
importance. They must allow me to 
disagree. Shape, information given, (don’t 
clutter it with words nobody will read), 
when to put it up (if you know that there 
will be no progress on the site for six 
months for heaven’s sake don’t put it up 
at the beginning of the job), and when to 
take it down (take it down immediately 
the job is finished or everybody will be 
asking when on earth you are going t« 
get out), the relationship between the 
colour and the company, telephone num- 
bers and addresses, the use of materials 
for nameboards, paint that fades, protec- 
tion against the local beatniks, and so on. 
Don’t dismiss this subject as unimportant. 


Hoardings 


“Nameboards lead one naturally to 
hoardings. Old doors and rusty corrugated 
iron may be cheap, but by golly they don’t 
give a good impression when strung to- 
gether, and the best advice I can give to 
the builder who has to fall back on these 
little bits of economy is not to put his 
nameboard on the job at all, even if the 
visiting sub-contractors’ lorries get lost 
looking for him. If you put up a good 
hoarding, consider using the company 
colours on it. Don’t put observation 
windows in the hoarding if there is only 
chaos to be seen behind. If it is that sort 
of job in a built-up area why not at that 
stage put up a brief notice to passers-by 
behind glass (a) telling them what you are 
building, and (b) apologising for any in- 
convenience caused. Notices such as this 
require renewing frequently. Incidentally 
one job I went to in New York not only 
had observation windows in the hoardings 
at eye-level for the passers-by but small 
ones just above the ground over which 
they painted the words ‘Dogs only.’ This 
is a form of one-up-manship which may 
not work over here. 

“From nameboards and hoardings to 
other weapons in the builder’s armoury 
on which his name features not for security 
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but for publicity purposes, e.g. lorries and 
plant. What goes for nameboards goes 
for lorries. It is the most difficult thing 
in the world to keep a builder’s lorry from 
getting scruffy, but it is most certainly 
worth thinking about. It is a moving 
advertisement for your concern and is 
probably seen by many more people than 
those who pass your nameboard. 

“Apart from conditions and cleanliness 
it is worth thinking again on where you 
put the name, over the cab? On the back 
or side boards? On the cab doors? Who 
do you want to notice it? A small board, 
painted back and front, over the cab, is 
the least likely to get damaged unless you 
use it for supporting lengths of scaffold 
tube too long for the body! The cab 
doors are also a good place for the name. 
Incidentally a van is a far better way of 
advertising, and easier to keen spick-and- 
span than a lorry and almost worth invest- 
ing in for this alone. Shove on the back 
of it ‘Service Van’ and people will think 
you are quite an outfit. Last week I saw 
a well-known builder’s van with ‘Public 
Relations Department’ written on the side. 
I felt like scrapping this Paper. 

“In so far as plant is concerned you will 
not expect me to avoid leading with my 
chin and saying for heaven’s sake wake up 
to the effect that rusty scaffolding, filthy 
mixers and mediaeval site hovels have on 
the passing public. I assure you that this 
is not big money, for you will save in 
maintenance and repair costs in your own 
yard if you look after the stuff on your 
sites. 

“Building it not a clean and tidy occupa- 
tion but nevertheless the public are dis- 
cerning in their judgment of tidiness and 
will often chalk up a few competitive 
points to the man whose site is ship-shape. 


Telephone and Letter 


“If the first contact between the build- 
ing firm and the public is on the street 
the second is either by telephone or letter. 
Has it ever occurred to you how important 
might be that first telephonic impact? That 
nutgrating voice on the receiving end of 
the inquiry which might lead to a job? 
That offhand manner, that interminable 
wait while the nutgrater finds out whether 
Mr. X is in, followed by a minor inquisi- 
tion on the purpose of the call? These 
and others like them are the things that 
form the first impression of a firm and its 
effectiveness: it might take months to live 
down the nutgrater’s little welcome. To 
start with ‘Good morning, X and Sons, 
can I help you?’ costs little if anything 
and establishes the right atmosphere over 
the wire, and a follow up by making sure 
the caller is looked after by someone (and 
not left surmising whether he has been 
cut off) even if Mr. X has not turned up 
at the office yet is not asking much either. 

“The outgoing call is as important as 
the incoming one. To a busy man, hanging 
on the phone is purgatory, especially when 
he is on the receiving end of the call and 
three different voices have asked him if 
he is Mr. Q. If he has not burst a blood 
vessel or put the phone down altogether he 
will certainly be 50 per cent. cooler in his 
conversation when the caller does even- 
tually get to him. Remember that when 
you ask your secretary or switchboard 
to get a client on the phone for you. 
Even a gentle word such as ‘Sorry to have 
got you on the phone first’ helps to miti- 
gate the pause. In brief, telephone pro- 


cedure is an important public relations 
factor. 
“As for the letter, this I suppose 


depends to a large extent on the idiosyn- 
crasies of the recipient, but speaking 
personally I set great store by any form 
of communication. There are two points 
concerning letters I would make here. 
First, your letter-heading is as important 
if not more important than your name- 
board. Cheap paper and a cheap heading 
does not indicate a cheap builder in the 
economic sense. But here a word of warn- 
ing and it concerns Bentleys as well as 
letter-headings. The most difficult thing 
in business selling is to strike the balance 
between showing your customer you are 
successful and frightening him off by your 
opulence. But above all do not give 
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the impression of failure or shabbiness. 

“The second point about letter writing 
concerns layout and spelling. Enough 
said. I am sure you will agree that 
assuming the recipient can himself read 
and spell, an illiterate letter on cheap paper 
is unlikely to impress. It goes without 
saying that courtesy, not slimy servility, 
at all times plays a part in public relations, 
and if somebody writes you a letter he 
expects at least an acknowledgement 
reasonably promptly and not ‘Dear Sir, 
No, Yours faithfully.’ 


Reception Procedures 


“What about vour reception procedures 
for visitors? I know one client who was 
influenced in his decision not to negotiate 
a very large contract with a well-known 
builder because of the shocking condition 
of his waiting room. It has been said 
elsewhere with some truth that one of 
the most important operations in a new 
building is the painting of the inside of 
the door of the directors’ lavatory. They 
will judge, and have time to judge, the 
whole standard of finish from this little 
bit of paintwork.” 


Into Homes 


Mr. Trench pointed out that for those 
who go into people’s homes to work the 
N.F.B.T.E. had already produced some 
excellent leaflets: “You and Your Client,” 
“The Care and Maintenance of Your Pro- 
perty” and “So You’re Having the Builder 
In.” 

Gifts 


Discussing the age-old habit of sending 
gifts at Christmas time Mr. Trench said: 
“Let me start with business Christmas 
cards. This is a nice friendly habit but 
a little negative in that business Christmas 
cards are generally sent as a reminder of 
the business’s existence. As I say, a 
friendly habit, but purely from a mercenary 
point of view not likely to achieve much 
result unless, and I underline unless, the 
card is so outstanding that the recipient 
cannot resist drawing the attention of his 
friends to it while it stands in the front 
of 500 of your competitors’ cards on his 
mantelshelf. If you can produce that sort 
of card you are on a winner. If you 
have any intention of sending this sort 
of reminder of your existence then spend 
some time in deciding what in fact will 
be a winner. Robins and candles are 
strictly out. 


“Next come the diaries and calendars. 
The same maxim applies. Unless the diary 
is going to be used (and not passed on for 
a Godson’s Christmas stocking) and the 
calendar placed in a position for others 
to see, you might as well send that 
Christmas card. It is extremely difficult 
in this day and age to produce a diary 
or a calendar which is so original that you 
can be sure of it taking pride of place 
among those sent by your competitors. 
Better perhaps send a greetings telegram— 
at least it is likely to be looked at. I know 
one man who sent a pot of flowers in the 
company’s colours to the wives of his 
customers. 

“These little momentos, however, at 
least have one thing in common, namely, 
that the sender can hardly be accused of 
bribery or of giving a reward for services 
rendered although admittedly the mere 
sending of them sometimes stems from the 
desire to influence rather than from more 
Christian motives. And so to the boxes 
of golf balls and the bottles of whisky. 
This custom is questionable, but for the 
life of me I can’t see how we can put an 
end to it. There is no doubt whatever 
that there are some people who are in a 
position to dish out work and who are 
most decidedly influenced in their patron- 
age and favours by the gifts they receive 
from builders at Christmas. At least this 
should not be so among professional men 
whose code of conduct should preclude 
them from this sort of activity—but does 
it? And if builders look down their noses 
at architects who accept presents, what 
about the builders’ buyers themselves? Is 
this habit growing? If it is, somebody 
ought to blow the top right off it for to 
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my mind it is public relations of the worst 
possible kind. 


Entertaining 


“The entertaining of customers is not 
new, and is now an established way of 
business life. Far from me, a minor 
expense account man, to give advice to 
the perpetrators of weekends in Le 
Touquet or sumptuous cabin cruisers in 
Blackpool Harbour, but I am entitled to 
my views. Entertainment done properly 
(and I personally believe that a dinner 
party at home is worth two at the local 
hostelry) is of real public relations value, 
but again beware of overdoing it. The 
victim of the entertaining is worth study- 
ing for there are quite a few on whom 
lavish entertainment might have quite the 
reverse effect to that designed. Nor is 
there any reason why one should not make 
personal friends of one’s business acquaint- 
ances. They often turn out to be the best 
of friends once the doubting stage has 
been passed as to whether it is all being 
done ‘for business or because he likes me.’ 
The social function of the trade association 
plays its part in this. The firm’s own social 
function is a sound form of public rela- 
tions which few could take amiss, and 
apart from the honoured guests it is 
worth remembering that every one of your 
staff has a public relations job to do of 
his own. He or she tells stories about the 
firm, and these stories can be good but 
they can be harmful. If you expect your 
staff to do public relations for you, you 
must also do a public relations job on 
the staff. 

Indirect P. R. 

“The indirect public relations advantage 
of such activities as maintaining contact 
with the parents of apprentices and 
trainees and the taking of architectural 
students on building jobs during their 
summer vacations should not be under- 
rated. Nor should the outside activities 
of you and your staff. I do not believe 
that it does any builder any harm to 
participate in local affairs whether they 
be connected with the local council or the 
local technical college. In fact I think it 
is to his own as well as the community’s 
benefit that he should do so. This goes for 
his staff as well, and on a narrower front 
could range from the local cricket club 
to, well, just the local. 

“The whole subject of outside activities 
would be incomplete if no mention was 
made of those very important public rela- 
tions apostles, the Ladies. I know gruesome 
stories of how businesses have gone broke 
because of the boss’s wife, not because 
she spent too much on hats, but because 
she not only refused to accept she had any 
part to play in the business, but went out 
of her way to be unpleasant to her 
husband’s business acquaintances. Wives 
indeed can play a vitally important part in 
a firm’s public relations, and having said 
that I shall leave it there. 

“The House Magazine, again remember- 
ing that all your staff are your public 
relations hot gospellers, can play its part 
in the firm’s sales policy, but to those 
thinking of investing money in this activity 
I would say leave it alone unless you are 
going to do it well, and to do it well needs 
a fair amount of money. The magazine 
which is obviously pushed for news, men- 
tions one new contract over the last few 
months and has columns of staff resigna- 
tions or deaths is not a good vehicle for 
sales. The brochure to celebrate the 50th 
anniversary, however, can be made into a 
good piece of public relations although it 
lacks one essential of good publicity, 
namely continuity, and it is here that the 
house magazine well presented and distri- 
buted to customers past, existing and 
potential, is an advantage. A news sheet 
to more restricted circulation is also worth 
considering. 

The Press 


“This naturally brings me to the Press: 
those very important people who can 
influence the public so greatly. Advertising 
is of course part of sales, but it is not my 
intention to dwell on this particular aspect.

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1,120-TON TUBULAR STRUCTURE TO BE 
SITED OFF DUNGENESS 


Tow by Tugs from Folkestone 


At any time now, when weather and 
tide conditions are favourable, 
three deep sea tugs and two attendant 
vessels from the Dutch company, Smit, 
of Rotterdam, will approach Folkestone 
Harbour to take in tow a 1,120-ton 
tubular steel structure which has been 
built on the harbour bed by Sir Robert 
McAlpine and Sons, Ltd. 

The structure will be floated out of the 
harbour and towed some 15 miles to a 
point 1,000ft. from the shore at the site 
cf the Dungeness nuciear power station, 
where it will be lowered on to the sea 
bed and permanently fixed eventually to 
stand astride the station’s cooling water 
tunnel. 

The sole purpose of the structure is to 
provide a working platform from which 
to plug the tunnel when the breakthrough 
is made from beneath the sea bed. It 
will remain permanently as a marker and 
to be used for unplugging when tunnel 
maintenance is necessary. 

This method of providing the water 
intake structure might be thought to be 
a troublesome one, but it is certainly less 


oil drilling rigs used in Texas, except 
that they are temporary structures with 
tubular iegs s-anding on the sea bottcm, 
whereas this tower will be made permanent 
by driving the legs into the sea bed. 

The tower comprises two octagonal 
working platforms carried on a tubular 
structure measuring some 90ft. across and 
75ft. from base to deck level. It has three 
horizontal frames of 18in. diameter with 
braces and diagona's of the same diameter. 
Twelve 33in. diameter steel tubes will form 
the legs. 

All the joints have been sealed to pre- 
vent internal corrosion and the flanges 
machined, the entire structure being made 
t>? a very fine tolerance. The two plat- 
forms at intermediate and top level are 
provided for maintenance crews, and are 
steel-decked with interconnecting ladders 
and safety handrailing. 

The tower will be secured by means of 
12 cast steel 84ft. screw type piles, which 
fit inside the legs of the structure. A 
further 57ft. length of mild steel tube has 
been welded to the top of each pile. The 
mild steel tube is castellated at the top 
end, into which special hydraulic boring

risky and less likely to be disastrous than 
would have been the building of the 
structure inside a cofferdam. In this part 
of the Channel there is a depth of 35ft. 
at low tide and a 20ft. rise and fall of 
tide, a total of 55ft. 

Once the structure has been positioned, 
work will begin on driving the 13ft. 6in. 
intake tunnel from the shore end. The 
plan is to tunnel the 1,000ft. using a 
shield and to stop-up the tunnel end with 
concrete. A break-through will then be 
made in the tunnel roof, using two ver- 
tical “push-up” tubes, which will break out 
again into the bed of the Channel. When 
the tubes are through they will be stopped 
up with large plugs, enabling the tunne! 
workers to break through the tunnel roof 
into the “push-up” tubes and remove the 
encased overburden. 

The design of the intake tower is based 
On the same principle as the off-shore 


equipment wil! 
the piles will 
concrete. 

The steel tubes of the tower were fabri- 
caced by Tubewrights, Ltd., and the cast 
steel piles, which were made up in 10ft. 
lengths, were made by Head Wrightson 
Steel Foundries, Ltd. It is believed to be 


be fitted. After sinking, 
be filled with reinforced 


the first time that tubes of this length 
and size have been made as castings. 
McAlpine specified this form of manu- 


facture in order that a high tensile steel 
could be used and to cut down weight 
by tapering one thickness into another. 
A: the end of each pile there is a 4ft. 
long screw, 6ft. in diameter, for drilling 
into the sea bed. 

The 1,120-ton weight of the structure 
is made up as follows: Cast steel piles, 


295 tons; tubular structure, 273 tons; 
buoyancy tanks and fittings, 259 tons; 
deck steelwork and timber, 115 tons; 
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pile screwing gear, derrick generators, 
hydraulics and working equipment, 153 
tons; and mooring bollards, ladders and 
stairways, 25 tons. 

Positioning 

To make the tower buoyant, four main 
flotation tanks are attached to the sides 
cf the octagon in guide frames which 
allow the tanks to rise and fall with the 
tide until required. They will then be 
pinned down at their lowest point ready 
for launching. 

The four tanks are completely under 
control by hydraulic jacks, which can raise 
or lower the structure at will. Further 
buoyancy is obtained by the addition of 
smaller, lighter sectional tanks in the main 
corners of the octagon. This extra buoyancy 
widens the choice of tides on which the 
Structure can be floated. 

The towing and positioning operation is 
expected to take 24 to 36 hours. Two 
markers have been fitted to the tower, one 
between decks and one on a cabin built 
above the centre of the top deck, from 
which the operations will be directed. The 
actual siting will be done from two theo- 
dolites on shore, the tower forming the 
apex of a triangle. The theodolite stations 
will be in constant radio contact with the 
tower cabin. In case of emergency, walky- 
talkies and Aldis lamps have also been put 
aboard. 

After siting off Dungeness, the 12 piles 
will be screwed home to a depth of about 
50ft. The hollow screw piles will be 
excavated by means of an air lift pump, 
then filled with reinforced concrete. The 
flotation tanks will then be removed. 

Once the plugs have been placed above 
the tunnel, all the equipment on board, 
with the exception of the derrick, will be 
removed, and the tower will remain to 
mark the seaward end of the intake tunnel. 


NO SHORTAGE OF BRICKS IN 
SCOTLAND 
From Our Correspondent 


The closing down of a brickworks in 
Lanarkshire in July highlights the Scottish 
emphasis that any question of shortage of 
bricks does not apply to Scotland. The 
reverse is rather the case. Brick manu- 
facturers in Scotland are anxious to make 
it clear that shortages are in no way reprc- 
sentative of Scottish conditions. 

In Scotland the position regarding supply 
and demand is very much the reverse of 
that applying south of the border. Bricks 
are immediately available in Scotland and 
supplies at the end of February amounted 
t> 50,000,000 of stock in yards and stock- 
premises. 

In accordance with the Ministry of 
Works request, brickmakers in Scotland 
increased production during 1960; output 
rose by 7 per cent. as against 1959. 
D:mand did not rise as fully as anticipated 
and production in recent months has been 
cut back by many manufacturers. Despite 
this cutback in production, heavy stocks 
are still available. The Ministry have been 
advised regarding this position, and a 
report was prepared for the Minister 
setting out the availability of supplies for 
England from Scottish brickworks. 

The Scottish Employers Council for the 
Clay Industries is seeking to increase sales 
of Scottish bricks to the maximum limit 
and is planning promotional work to 
publicise fully the availability of Scottish 
bricks and their scope in construction work 
of all types. 

The Scottish brickworks which closed 
down were those of the Airdrie Brick Co., 
Ltd., of Dunrobbin Road, Airdrie, employ- 
ing some 50 workers. 





SANDHURST TO BE REDESIGNED

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TOPPING-OUT AT MILLBANK 
DEVELOPMENT 


I[tHE topping out ceremony for Lon- 
don’s highest building—a 387ft. 
high concrete structure—took place last 
week. 

The 34-storey building is part of the 
£5m. Millbank Development which also 
includes an eight-storey office block, a 12- 
storey block of flats, a three-tier parking 
garage, conference hall and restaurants. 

The tower block is essentially an in-situ 
reinforced concrete structure and pre- 
stressed concrete has been used extensively 
for the floors.

HULL’S NEW 


ROLLING-LIFT BRIDGE 


A NEW Scherzer-rolling-lift bridge in 

Kingston-upon-Hull is probably the 
largest road bridge of its type yet built. 
Known as the Drypool Bridge, and de- 
signed by the City Engineer’s Depart- 
ment, it replaces a “bob-tail” swing 
span which served at this crossing from 
1888 until work started on the new pro- 
ject in July, 1959. 

The bridge has a span of 105ft. and an 
overall width of 70ft. A road width of 
45ft., compared with the 15ft. 9in. on the 
previous structure, will do much to 
improve the flow of traffic through the city. 
The bridge has also been designed with 
fast operating speeds to minimise the delay 
when it is lifted. The 1,400-ton structure 
can be raised or lowered in either 1} 
minutes or 24} minutes, the slower speed 
being used when there is a high wind.

The structure rolls back on _ two 
quadrant girders carried on track girders 
supported at the front ends on two 
cylinders sunk into the river bed and at 
the rear ends on a piled mass concrete 
abutment wall. 

The nose end of the bridge, at the east 
side of the river, is supported by a fixed 
reinforced concrete approach span which 
is of open piling with decking of beam 
and slab construction. The machinery 
houses on the west side of the river are 
of steel-framed construction faced with 
brickwork and carried on piled mass con- 
crete foundations. 

First Operation 

In erecting the new bridge the first 
operation was the construction of a cast- 
iron lined tunnel for the accommodation 
of mains cables and services crossing the 
river, at a depth of 68ft. below ground

level. Cofferdams were then driven and 
the main river piers were constructed in 
free air to a depth of 50ft. below high 
water. Simultaneously, the east tunnel 
shaft was sunk and the tunnel driven west- 
ward to join up with that portion driven 
from the west side. A cofferdam was then 
constructed for the mass abutment wall 
on the west side. 

The main span required the cofferdam 
to be approximately 96ft. long and 36ft. 
wide and excavation was taken down to a 
depth of 30ft. below river bed. The mass 
concrete wall was founded on reinforced 
concrete piles. 

After the founding of the river piers and 
west abutment walls, the fixing and level- 
ling of the track girders took place. The 
quadrant girders and ballast tank were 
then erected, followed by the erection of 
the main span steelwork and the placing of 
sufficient ballant in the tank to keep the 
bridge in approximate balance while erec- 
tion continued. The whole of this work 
was carried out with the bridge in the 
vertical position. 

Simultaneously with the erection of the 
main span, work proceeded on the east 
side of the river. This involved strengthen- 
ing the original abutment wall, of piling, 
and the construction of the reinforced con- 
crete fixed approach span. 

Approximately 6,000 tons were moved in 
excavation, 9,000 tons of concrete were 
placed, 11,600ft. of reinforced concrete 
piles were driven to give a firm foundation 
to the bridge and 4,320ft. of protective 
piles were driven. 


Aluminium D:cking 


Aluminium has been used for the bridge 
decking (some 40 tons of aluminium plate 
and section being supplied by Alcan 
Industries, Ltd.). 

The decking is arranged in eight trans- 
verse bays between steel cross-girders. 
Each bay is made up of five prefabricated 
panels measuring 9ft. by Illft. 6in. The 
weight of each panel is only about 2,000Ib. 
and in consequence they presented few 
handling problems during erection. 

The panels are made up as follows: a 
series of trough sections in Noral alloy 
B5ISWP (BSS.1476 HE30WP) are first 
riveted together to form a corrugated pro- 
file 74in. deep with a pitch of 9in. Next,

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ADVICE TO NEW HOUSE BUYERS 


Mr. Brooke on Value of N.H.B.R.C. Certificate 


R. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of 

Housing and Local Government, 
iast week advised people buying a new 
house to ask whether it carried the 
certificate of the National House- 
Builders Registration Council, and he 
hoped that more builders would join 
the scheme. 

Mr. Brooke, who was speaking at the 
presentation of the 150,000th certificate 
awarded by the Council, at Leverstock 
Green, Herts., said, “I cannot understand 
why far more people who are buying a 
new house do not safeguard themselves 
by asking whether the house carries the 
certificate of the National House-Builders 
Registration Council. That certificate is 
a guarantee of sound construction, and 
surely that is just what the house- 
purchaser wants. 

“Buying a house may well be far and 
away the biggest financial transaction a 
man has ever entered into. He wants to 
be sure that he is not being let down. Yet 
he cannot possibly have watched all the 
construction of the house or seen all the 
materials that have gone into it. 


A Warranty 

“This certificate is a warranty of two 
things. It is a warranty that the specifica- 
tion to which the house was built indicated 
soundness of construction. More than 
that, it is a warranty that the specification 
has been adhered to and that the work 
put into the house at all stages of construc- 
tion has been up to standard. The Council 
inspects the house as the building work 
is in progress, and only if it is wholly 
satisfied with the house as a good job 
will it issue its certificate. Not only that, 
but the builder who takes part in the 
scheme undertakes to make good at his 
own expense any defect which may come 
to light within two years arising from a 
failure to comply with the required 
standards.” 

Later in his speech Mr. Brooke went on, 
“I am well aware that there are good 
houses being built which do not carry this 
certificate, but how is the purchaser of 
them to know that they are good? If of 
course he is well enough off to employ his 
own architect, then he does not need this 
protection by way of certificate. But most 
people do not employ an architect, and

I-beam stiffeners, also in Noral alloy 
B51SWP, are fastened longitudinally in 
each trough on the upper side. Fastening 


cleats for this member are cut from a 
special extrusion and are riveted to the 
web of the beam and to the trough section. 
The prefabricated panel is completed with 
three 3%in. plates which are bolted and 
riveted in position on the upper surface. 
They do not cover the whole panel in 
order to allow access for the final 
assembly. 

After the panels have been bolted into 
position the deck is completed by fixing 
the remainder of the plates. 

Additional protection has been provided 
by painting all the aluminium components 
with a bituminous paint. Strict attention 
has also been given to preventing bi- 
metallic corrosion where steel and alu- 
minium are in contact. 

A lin. deep aluminium hexagonal mesh 
is laid on the deck as a key for the road 
surface. This surface is a hard laid mastic 
asphalt in two layers: the first, of pure 
asphalt, fills the mesh, while the second 


layer, which has precoated chippings 
rolled in, brings the overall surface depth 
to 2,;%in. 


The main contractors for the erection 
of the new bridge were Dews of Oldham.

distinguishing the sound from the shoddy. 

“That is why my advice as Minister of 
Housing to anyone not employing his own 
architect but thinking of buying a new 
house is to ask whether it carries the 
Council’s certificate, and to refuse to be 
put off. The certificate is his assurance 
of a satisfactory job—a house that will 
give long service without heavy expense 
for repairs. 

Not Derogatory 


“IT hope that builders who are putting 
up good sound houses but have so far 
stayed outside the scheme will now think 
about coming in and joining it. Some of 
them may call it a waste of time because 
they can sell their houses without it. Some 
may even think it derogatory to let any- 
one inspect their houses while they are 
going up. To that I can only say that 
very famous building firms belong to the 
scheme and do not think it derogatory. 

“Extension of this scheme is not only 
in the interests of house purchasers; I am 
sure it is in the general interest of the 
building industry as well. The quicker 
that all the good builders are gathered 
together within the scheme, the sooner 
the black sheep who do harm to the credit 
of the industry will be exposed for what 
they are.”

BOOK REVIEWS 


Public Cleansing—Present and Future by 
A. G. Davies, M.A.P.H.I., M.Inst.P.C., 
Publishers, E. and F. N. Spon, Ltd. 
Price 40s. 

Public Cleansing literature has been more 
liberally served by articles and papers than 
by full length books, so this newcomer has 
few rivals with which it might be com- 
pared. Its quality is such that it need 
fear no comparison, which is due to the 
fact that the author was able to draw on 
a wealth of personal experience as a cleans- 
ing officer and a technical writer and be- 
cause he has been an observant traveller. 

Mr. Davies has rightly chosen to restrict 
his work to a description of the means 
whereby refuse is collected and treated. 
This curtailment is more than compensated 
for by the inclusion of text concerned with 
the law and administration which any 
cleansing officer of greater stature than 
Messrs. Doolittle and Boffin must be fami- 
liar, and with public and industrial rela- 
tions. This last named activity is of ex- 
treme importance as the refuse collector 
leads a harzardous life for small reward 
and cannot expect his efforts to be appreci- 
ated by “perks” during his fully active 
life nor a lighter job when he has passed 
his peak. 

If one may single out any sections for 
special appreciation it is those which deal 
with vehicles. Here the author has set 
out the potentialities and limitations of 
each type. Finally, the author has chosen 
the best time of life to write, namely dur- 
ing that period by which he has amassed 
and processed a significant amount of 


knowledge and whilst he has resilience to 
entertain new ideas and set them realisti- 
cally alongside tried and trusted concep- 
tions. 


Impact Testing of Materials, by W. Spath 
(revised by M. E. Rosner), Thames 
Hudson. 25s. 

Dr. Spath is widely known as a prolific 
author of books and Papers and as a 
research worker of great originality and 
discernment. In this book will be found 
the reasons for the esteem in which the 
author is held, namely an idea which ‘s 
tested and developed by apparatus and 
techniques instituted by Dr. Spath, and 
the interpretation of the results’ so 
obtained. The idea is that as in practice 
materials are subjected to shock as much 
as to simple tension or compression, it is 
realistic to reproduce this condition and to 
deduce means of evaluating the results 
noted on the imposition of such a condi- 
tion. In order to assist the process of 
testing, the author invented and developed 
a machine. 

Accounts are given of tests on tool 
steels, plastics, and sintered materials, and 
comparisons are set out between the 
observed and theoretical results. 


To your reviewer, the book opens up a 
new field of study, and it is commended 
not only on that score but because the 
arguments are set out lucidly, and whilst 
the author is desirous of carrying his 
readers with him, he is content to woo 
them reasonably. 
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provide very welcome relief from an 
economic threat which had faced many 
process-steam users on the estate due to 
the changing economy of Upper Boat 
Power Station and the necessarily rising 
cost of steam supplied from it.

The building 
will be of modern design, with aluminium- 
sheeted steel chimneys. Fuel oil will be 
stored in three cylindrical tanks sited 
nearby. 

As an aid to smoke control, as well as 
efficiency, the comprehensive instrumenta- 
tion of the plant will include the fitment of 
smoke density recorders and indicators to 
each of the four chimneys. Another feature 
which is aimed at maintaining efficiency in 
the operation of the plant is the employ- 
ment of base-exchange water treatment 
equipment to treat the make-up feed water. 

Whilst the plant is designed to deal with 
all foreseeable increase in steam require- 
ment up to 1965, provision is made in the 
boilerhouse design for the addition of two 
further boiler units of similar capacity 
when the need arises.

Hot Water Supply—Design and Practice, by 
J. J. Barton. Newnes. 25s. net. 128pp. 


Defects in a hot water system are at 
once apparent to the occupier of premises, 
whose retort to a diagnostician (of whom 
the building industry is never in short 
supply) is “Why was such an obvious thing 
not catered for in the beginning?” A fair 
query, but one which the disappointed 
householder does not pose to himself when 
he has caused to be connected to a small 
back boiler a range of radiators in addition 
to the sink, w-h.b., and bath, and finds that 
tepid baths and ineffective boilers are the 
new order of the day! 


In this book, the author caters for those 
who wish to know how a heating system 
works on a quantitative basis, but who 
have no intention of becoming enmeshed 
in tangles of theory or statements of the 
diminution of practice. Presentation is in 
the form of fully worked examples for 
buildings which include a school, a sports 
pavilion and a bungalow. 


Whilst it is evident that the book is not 
of a comprehensive nature, it must be con- 
ceded that the limitations of range and 
extent of treatment are imposed by the 
author, and that unless one aspires to 
specialist rank, this book is preferable to 
many of the established works on its 
subject.

A.E.C./MICHIGAN DEMONSTRATION ON 
MOTORWAY PROJECT 


Pagers ee and engineers in the south of England had the opportunity last week 

to see the range of heavy-duty rubber-tyred earthmoving equipment marketed by 
Scottish Land Development Corporation, Ltd., 32 St. James’s Street, London, S.W.1. 

The demonstration was held at Slough where, with the assistance of Mr. D. C. 
Heath, chief resident engineer, Bucks. C.C., and Higgs and Hill, Ltd., and Richard 
Costain (Civil Engineering), Ltd., the contractors, S.L.D.C. were able to present their 
A.E.C. and Michigan machines working under actual site conditions on part of the 
Slough Motorway contract. 

The machines on view included the A.E.C. 10 cu. yd. and 18 cu. yd. Dumptruks 
and the Michigan 125A and 275A tractor shovels. Michigan 180 and 280 tractor dozers 
were also at work on spreading and compacting. 

The 18 cu. yd. Dumptruk was of special interest. This massive 54,000lb. payload 
machine is more suited to opencast working, but was shown to effect in the sticky 
conditions. Powered by the 340-h.p. A.V.T. 1,100 engine, it incorporates twin-ram 
three-stage tipping gear giving a 70-degree angle of tip in nine seconds. The smaller 
10 cu. yd. Dumptruk is powered by the 150-h.p. A22] engine and has a payload of 
30,0001b. This machine was more at home in the conditions, having a high flotation 
and low wheel drag, due to the articulation of the rear bogie. 

The four Michigan units on view have the following capacities: 125A tractor shovel 

24 cu. yd. bucket, 109 b.h.p.; 275A tractor shovel—44 cu. yd. bucket, 262 b.h.p.; 
180 tractor dozer, 147 b.h.p., 15 tons, 10ft. by 3ft. 6in. blade; and 280 tractor dozer 





-262 b.h.p., 25 tons, 12ft. by 4ft. blade. The 25A and 275A were used on loading Michigan 180 dozer 
operations, while the 180 and 280 spread and compacted special graded material to spreading gravel over

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Talking of Safety 


UTOMATIC safety devices some- 
times have an unfortunate habit of 
behaving in an unexpected manner— 
and the consequences can be disastrous. 
Events follow a certain pattern: a new 
machine is produced; a certain feature 
produces accidents; a gadget to stop the 
accidents is eventually added; an un- 
expected fault causes a sudden failure— 
and someone get hurt. 

The safety appliances commonly associ- 
ated with modern’ goods hoists are 
generally excellent, particularly those items 
of equipment which are required by law 
and have been well tried—the self-acting 
brakes, the automatic trip gear, and so on. 
but occasionally some well-meaning but 
misguided enthusiast gets a bright idea 
which has turned out to be not so bright 
after all. 

One morning I received an urgent phone 
call from Alan Dickson, one of our site 
agents, in which he informed me that he 
had designed a new type of safety gate for 
his hoist. 

“Is it working?” I asked. 

“Sure thing. Come over and have a look.” 

The site was only an hour’s drive away, 
and I set off immediately after lunch. Alan 
was waiting for me in his office, and I saw 
immediately from his woeful expression 
that something had gone wrong. 

“What’s happened? Safety gate packed 
u _

We stepped into the office and sat down. 

“We only made one set, for the bottom 
level,” Alan continued, “then something 
went wrong with one of the guides.

_ Alan’s safety gate turned out to be a 
timber frame filled with expanded metal. 
and hung by two cables from a pair of 
overhead blocks. The rest of the outfit 
consisted of a rather primitive system of 
links, actuated by the hoist driving gear in 
such a way that the gate was automatically 
lifted as the hoist platform approached 
ground level, and came down again when 
the platform was raised. 

This time it must have been my own 
expression that was eloquent, because Dick- 
son hurriedly explained: 

“Of course, this was only an experi- 
mental job. But I think you agree the idea’s 
prettv sound?” 

“I’m sorry,” I said. “Only since you've 
asked me, I think the idea’s lousy. How- 
ever you'd better tell me exactly what 
happened.” 

It appears that Sammy had just wheeled 
a load of bricks on to the platform when 
a sudden jar caused him to turn quickly 
He noticed that one of the two ropes hold- 
ing the gate had broken, and he was on 
the point of hurrying through the opening 
when the second connection broke and the 
gate fell, striking his shoulder on the way 
down. He fell back on to the platform. 
The men who went to release Sammy found 
that the gate had jammed, and Sammy was 
now a prisoner in the tower. I think he 
was more upset by the indignity of the 
situation than by his injuries, and his feel- 
ings were not improved by the comments 
of some of the interested lookers-on, who 
uttered words of comfort and encourage- 
ment, such as: “What do you want for 
supper?”, “Look out—here comes the 
missus” and “Don't worry, Sammy. We're 
having a whip-round.” 

As we walked back to the office I said: 

“You know, I hate to discourage people 
who are taking an interest in safety, but 
even if this thing had worked properly ‘t 
wouldn’t have complied with the regula- 
tions. The important thing is that the 
gates should be closed before the hoist 
starts to move, and they must stay that 
way until it comes to rest. You might even 


find that an arrangement like this falls foul 
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of the regulations requiring dangerous Parts 
of machines to be securely fenced, and then 
we'd have to fit special gates to keep persons 
away from yours. Anyway, keep trying— 
only let me know next time when you think 
up something. I might be able to assist 
with the snags.” 

Even well-established safety appliances 
on hoists can be out-witted unintentionally, 
A colleague of mine recently told me of an 
instance where two scaffolders had just 
replaced the head pulley after raising the 
mast to a higher working level. The winch 
rope had been disconnected, and the plat- 
form—-which was used as a working stage— 
was supported entirely by the emergency 
safety gear. When the rope was re-reeved 
through the platform carriage sheave, a 
sharp pull released the safety gear, and the 
platform crashed to the ground. The two 
men were badly injured, but they escaped 
with their lives. If the safety gear had 
operated on the way down they would have 
probably been less fortunate. 

All too often, experience is gained at the 
cost of suffering. In this case the lesson 
was quite simple: never to allow persons 
to rely upon safety devices which may be 
affected by temporary alterations, 


PREMATURE TO ABANDON 
FIRM-PRICE TENDERING 


Should fixed price tendering be aban- 
doned? The question has been considered 
by the general purposes committee of the 
Association of Municipal Corporations 
following a report of difficulties experienced 
in obtaining tenders for building work and 
disparity in prices when tenders are 
received on a firm-price and alternatively 
on a fluctuating-price basis. 

Dealing with this, the committee state: 

“Some other member’ corporations 
have been experiencing similar problems, 
but we do not think that these are in the 
main associated with the type of tender; 
we feel that the trouble is accentuated by 
the fact that the building industry is reach- 
ing a point at which it has not the capa- 
city to undertake all the work which is 
being offered. 

“As regards increases in the amounts 
added to fixed-price tenders as compared 
with fluctuating-price tenders, we believe 
that these may be attributed to several fac- 
tors which building contractors have had 
to consider recently when compiling ten- 
ders; for example, changes in national in- 
surance contributions, working hours and 
holiday-with-pay schemes and the intro- 
duction of the graduated pension scheme. 

“Some of this uncertainty may well dis- 
appear as conditions become more settled 
and we certainly think that it would be 
premature at this stage to consider the 
abandonment of _ fixed-price tendering. 
Which type of tendering is used is, how- 
ever, in our view, a matter best left to 
individual local authorities for decision in 
the light of all relevant local circum- 
stances.” 


CRYSTAL PALACE EXHIBITORS 
“DELIGHTED” 


The great majority of the exhibitors at 
the International Construction Equipment 
Exhibition at Crystal Palace had expressed 
themselves as delighted with the tangible 
results of the exhibition, especially as 
regards increased inquiries from abroad. 

This was part of a statement made by 
Mrs. Freda Corbet, chairman of the 
L.C.C.’s_ general purposes committee, in 
reply to a recent question concerning the 
results of the exhibition. 

Total attendance, she said, was about 
33,000 over the 10 days. She added that 
the Parliamentary Secretary to the Board 
of Trade had referred in glowing terms to 
the exhibition, which had enabled the 
B.o.T, to gain first-hand information about 
transport problems at the Crystal Palace 
site.

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MUNICIPAL ENGINEERS VISIT HAWKRIDGE 
IMPOUNDING RESERVOIR 


Progress of £320,000 Bridgwater Project 


\J EMBERS of the South Western 
4'4 District of the Institution of 
Municipal Engineers recently visited 


the Hawkridge Reservoir, now being 
constructed in the northern foothills 
of the Quantocks for Bridgwater 
Borough Council. 

The reservoir, which will have a length 
of approximately } mile, will occupy part 
of a narrow valley with steeply sloping 
sides. Its capacity will be 190,000,000 
gallons and its yield is estimated at 
1,650,000 gallons per day. 

The height of the dam, which will be of 
mass concrete, will be 77ft. and its thick- 
ness will range from 45ft. at the base to 
9ft. at the top. Some 35,000 cu. yd. of 
concrete will be used in its construction. 
It will be straight on plan and measure 
approximately 500ft. in length. A road 
will traverse its top and built-in inspec- 
tion galleries will enable the engineers to 


keep a close watch on its _ behaviour. 

The spillway has been designed for a 
maximum discharge of 5,000 cusecs, 
equivalent to 2,500 m.g.d. and the dam, 
which is of the gravity type, will easily 
withstand the thrust produced by the worst 
anticipated floods. 

Arising out of the proposed submersion 
of stretches of adjacent county roads it has 
been necessary to carry out some road 
diversions and these are now almost 
completed. 

In an endeavour to safeguard the ex- 
ceptional beauty of this part of the 
Quantock country the services of Mr. S 
Colwyn Foulkes, the landscape architect, 
have been retained. His master plan for 
the preservation of the rural appearance 
of the area will be followed meticulously 
and Bridgwater Council propose to allow 
fishing in the reservoir; car parking facili- 
ties for that purpose are being made avail- 
able. Similarly, viewing bases are being

County Council, as an appreciable influx of 
motorists is expected as soon as the works 
have been completed. 

The consulting engineers for the scheme 
are John Taylor and Sons, of Westminster, 
and the main contractors are M. J. Gleeson 
(Contractors), Ltd. The resident engineer 
is Mr. H. F. Thompson, A.M.I.C.E.

It is not cheap and therefore the message 
must not be a _ wasted one: before 
advertising think hard on what you are 
trying to achieve and at whom you are 
aiming. Some ill-considered attempts by 
quite large firms are pathetically wide of 
the mark, assuming that they have a 
target at all. Think hard, too, of quid pro 
quo advertising because of a mention in 
the editorial columns. No reader is so 
foolish as not to see through that little 
game. 

“For the smaller firm the handbill 
delivered in the right letter box is a very 
effective sales vehicle. I speak with some 
experience for quite recently, requiring a 
plumber with some urgency, I remembered 
a small handout found one evening on the 
mat and stuffed into a drawer in the 
kitchen. He was with me within the 
hour. 

“But the Press can be used in other 
ways. Somebody once said that the 
difference between advertising and public 
relations was that in advertising you blow 
your own trumpet whilst in public rela- 


tions you get somebody else to blow it for 
you. However this may be there is one 
thing worth remembering—if you have a 
good story you don’t have to pay to get 
it told. By and large, newspapers are 
hard-up for real news and,if—and it is 
a big ‘if-—you have news, ‘they will 
certainly print it. First establish contact 
with your local press, know the man who 
wants the news, watch out for the news 
and then let him have it. Don’t force it 
for it won’t work, but you would ..be 
surprised how newsworthy much of your 
activity is, and in this respect don’t be 
proud, get your press friend to give you a 
little lecture on newsworthiness. Mind 
you, some news like an accident on. the 
site, or the collapse of a building, or the 
overturning of a crane is bad public rela- 
tions, and it is curious how this hits the 
— without any effort on your part 
at all. 


But fast building is news, news, 


“Of course, if you have a few thousand 
to spare and if you think there is some- 
thing in public relations, then hire your- 
self a good public relations firm to advise 
and look after your affairs. You could.do 
this for as little as £1,500 and as much 
as you want to pay. National contractors 
now have their own public relations 
departments but this talk is directed not 
at the big boys who have learnt long ago 
the value of public relations but at the 
smaller people with a limited budget who 
may not have realised ‘that they too should 
be thinking along these lines. My advice : 
is buckshee. 

“There may be many in the audience 
who have already given these matters hard : 
thought and acted accordingly in formu- 
lating a sales policy and organised them- 
selves to carry it out: to them I apologise, 
but if there are any whom 4 have stimu- 
lated by these random thoughts into: 


techniques, complicated operations, ‘haz thinking afresh then I am content, for as: 


ardous work, saving money, dre, all\news 
items as are a thousand others, and;don’t 
forget the technical press, -particularly if 
you want to impress architects. 


I said at the beginning the public réla-* 
tions of a firm affect the public relations 
of the industry, and in this the National 
Federation is vitally concerned.

CONFERENCE 


Reports of Discussion Groups 


A! the annual conference of the 
Royal Institution of Chartered 
Surveyors, held at the University of 
Leicester from 4th-8th July, eight dis- 
cussion groups considered different 
aspects of the surveying profession 
arising out of the general theme of the 
conference, “The Art of the Surveyor in 
Practice’. 

The following is a summary of some of 
the reports of the chairmen of the groups: 

Group A: Surveying as a learned pro- 
fession. The world needs a profession 
learned in the use and development of 
land, a profession which is deeply familiar 
with the nature and characteristics of all 
real property and which can speak with 
authority upon the implications to society 
of the matters with which surveyors are 
concerned. 

All surveyors, despite their diversity, are 
rooted and united in the land. The learn- 
ing of surveyors—which should proceed 
from educated minds— should be built 
upon a common basic philosophy. 

The surveyor’s function is usually to 
advise—the final decision normally being 
taken by someone else. A surveyor has 
a duty to give his clients explanation and 
advice free from jargon, “technicalia” and 
mystery, even though this may encourage 
some clients to consider that they are 
equally as expert in certain matters such 
as, for example, valuation. 

Group B: Ethics of professional practice. 
A surveyor should not take on work that 
he is not really competent to carry out. 
He must use his best endeavours on be- 
half of his clients, but, at the same time,

he has a duty to the public and also a 
further duty to his own conscience. A 
good chartered surveyor should not only 
be technically competent but should also 
be known by his personal reputation. 

Registration of estate agents would be 
a big step towards ending the “rat race” 
in this field. The problem has always been 
the unqualified man who is not bound by 
the code of any professional society, and 
registration must make for an improve- 
ment in this situation in the long run. 
The R.ILC.S. should maintain its own 
standards, should those laid down by the 
Registration Counoil prove to be lower. 
Registration might well help the surveyor’s 
work to be recognised by the public as 
being fully professional. 

Group C: Recruitment for the profession. 
There is a shortage of chartered surveyors 
at present, particularly in general practice 
and quantity surveying, and possibly to a 
lesser extent in building surveying and 
agriculture and land agency. The some- 
what uncertain conditions in the mining 
industry are tending to encourage young 
men to consider the estate management 
section of the National Coal Board rather 
than the technical section. 

The profession cannot compete ade- 
quately with industry and commerce for 
recruits, but it must be competitive with 
other professions. 

Women are not generally aware of the 
opportunities that exist in the profession, 
particularly for graduates and more 
especially in large offices. However, some 
chartered surveyors are possibly a little 
prejudiced against women, and do not 
attempt to see if they can be employed. 

Apart from graduates in estate manage-

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ment from Cambridge and London, gradu- 
ates of the newer universities should be 
encouraged to enter the profession. Full 
account should be taken of the fact that 
they have a degree, and they should be 
paid accordingly. 

At the other end of the scale, careful 
consideration should be given to the 
establishment of a “second tier” of the 
profession, for boys who do not reach 
grammar school level. These entrants 
could very easily have certain professional 
work delegated to them. The “graduation” 
from second tier to first tier should be 
capable of achievement within a reasonabl 
time, and this might entail a review 
the conditions for entry to the Direct Final 
examination of the R.I.C.S. 


Group E: Technical Information. There 
is a need for technical information, in 
order that chartered surveyors should be 
kept well informed. The need is fairly 
well met in building surveying and quan- 
tity surveying, except for information on 
overall costing and on the testing and 
maintenance of certain materials. The 
legal aspects of the profession are also 
well covered by existing sources. 

In particular, there is a lack of up-to- 
date literature in the mineral estate man- 
agement field, and the R.I.C.S. should 
collaborate with the National Coal Board 
and the university mining colleges to 
sponsor this. In general, there is a need 
for the R.ILC.S. to establish a technical 
information service, to collate and produce 
technical information and also to exchange 
it with other bodies. Full-time staff would 


be required at the R.I.C.S. for this 
purpose. 
Group F: Office organisation. Offices of 


chartered surveyors are so diverse in size 
and character that it is difficult to 
generalise on possible improvements, other 
than to say that there is a very great 
number of machines available today, which 
can improve both speed and efficiency, 
Organisation and methods surveys are 
often invaluable. 

Noting that the R.I.B.A. has recently 
come down heavily in favour of using 
international standard paper sizes, it 
would be worthwhile for the’R.I.C.S. to 
consider standardising its paper sizes. 


MODERNISING THE A.1 
Another Level Crossing To Go 


The level crossing at Hopperton in the 
Nidderdale Rural District of Yorkshire 
one of the few remaining on the Great 
North Road—is to be replaced by a road 
bridge. 

Mr. Ernest Marples, Minister of Trans- 
port, has authorised the West Ridine 
County Council to award a contract to the 


Dowsett Engineering Co., Ltd., for the 
construction of the bridge and a diver- 
sionary road, at a cost of £270,956. Work 


is expected to start almost immediately. 

The scheme provides for the construc- 
tion of a dual carriageway road with an 
overall width of 74ft., bridged over the 
railway to the east of the level crossing. 
The diversion will be about 1,400yd. lone 
and involves the formation of approach 
embankments of about 50,000 cu. yd. of 
filling. 

Skew Span 

The bridge will have a skew span of 60ft. 
and a width between parapets of 74ft. It 
will have a composite deck of reinforced 
concrete and universal steel beams sup- 
ported on mass concrete abutments. The 
abutments will be founded on vertical and 
raking piles from which the wing walls are 
cantilevered. 

In addition, approximately 600yd. of the 
present carriageways at the southern and 
northern ends of the scheme will be 
realigned. There will also be a short link 
road to the New Inn Farm. ; 

The scheme has been designed by Col. 
S. Maynard Lovell, O.B.E., T.D., county 
surveyor of the West Riding, who will also 
supervise the work. 
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WORK STARTS ON £24M. HAMPSHIRE 
BREWERY 


Provision For Further Expansion 


N a six-acre site bordering the River 
Wey at Manor Park, Alton, Hamp- 
shire, John Laing Construction, Ltd., 
have started building the first complete 
brewery to be undertaken in Britain 
since before the war. 


The project, due for completion early 
in 1963, is the £24m. Harp Lager Brewery 
of Arthur Guinness Son and Co. (Park 
Royal), Ltd., and Courage, Barclay and 
Simonds, Ltd., who have also been joined 
in the enterprise by Mitchells and: Butlers, 
Ltd. 

The layout and process plant of the new 
brewery has been developed by a joint 
committee of the two companies. The 
engineering and architectural design, in- 
cluding the mechanical and _ electrical 
services, has been carried out by John 
Laing and Son in co-operation with a 
staff of engineers seconded by Arthur 
Guinness Son for this work. The quantity 
surveyors are Andrew’ Roberts. and 
Partners. 

The new brewery will have a total floor 





area of about 116,000 sq. ft. and is to com- 
prise six main interdependent sections with 
provision for possible future expansion. 
There will be a two-storey grain handling 
block for the reception of the raw material 
and a connected five-storey building will 
house the grain silos. There will also be 
a four-storey office and laboratory block, 
three-storey brewhouse, single - storey 
refrigeration plant and a five-storey 
fermentation and storage block. Extensive 
use is to be made of instrumentation and 
automatic control in the operation of the 
brewing plant. 

The main building will be of steel- 
framed construction on piled foundations. 
The silo and fermentation blocks are to be 
clad in aggregate-faced precast concrete 
panels. Facing bricks will be used for the 
cladding of the grain handling, brewhouse 
and refrigeration blocks, and curtain 
walling for the office and laboratory 
building. Also included in the project are 
various external works and ancillary 
buildings, including a boilerhouse, main- 
tenance stores and workshops.

LAND SHORTAGE IN CITIES 


Minister on a Slum Clearance Problem 


\ R. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of 
4'4 Housing and Local Government, 
said at Worsley, Lancashire, last week 
that the sheer land shortage in the cities 
was typified by the fact that since the 
war Salford which had six times the 
population of Worsley, had been able 
to build fewer new houses and flats 
within its own boundaries than Worsley 
had done. 

Mr. Brooke, who was opening the three- 
thousandth house built for overspill pur- 
poses at Worsley, said, “The _ special 
Significance of this great house-building 
project in Worsley is that a County Coun- 
cil has combined with a City Council and 
an Urban District Council to carry it 
through. None could have done it alone. 

“After the war, Salford, like many other 
places, was faced with an acute housing 
problem. Ten years later when they made 


a survey they estimated that nearly a 
quarter of all the houses in the city were 
unfit for habitation. 


“There was virtually no land within the 
city which could be used for building the 
new houses that were essential before a 
real start could be made on clearing the 
slums. And Salford is hemmed in on every 
side. I saw all this myself when I paid a 
very interesting visit to Salford two years 
ago. The nearest available land was as far 
west as Worsley. 


“Thanks to the enlightened good sense 
of everybody, agreement was reached in 
1948 to enable building to go forward in 
Worsley for Salford people. The aim now 
is 4,500 houses, so we are two-thirds of 
the way. That agreement was drawn up 
long before Parliament in 1952 passed the 
Town Development Act. That Act, which 
reached the Statute Book when Mr. Mac- 
millan was Minister of Housing, owed a

These items may then become 
the subject of a grouped report and the 
information offered to the Building 
Research Station.

AIRPORT 


Works Allow For Future Development 


HE closure of No. 5 runway at Lon- 
don Airport for extension and 
modification also enabled a number of 
other improvements to take place which 
will allow future development to pro- 
ceed without affecting the operation of 
this runway. 
Amongst these works is the extension 97{ 
a G.P.O, 12-way multiple duct, consisting of 
two six-way ducts which have a theoretical 
maximum capacity of 12 x 1,400 pair cables. 
This duct is being taken from No. 5 
runway for a length of 2,000ft. and will 
cater for all foreseeable future developmen! 
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one buckets. The digging rate of these 
machines averaged some 45 cu, yd. per 
hour. In the pit area, considerable ground- 
water inflows were experienced. The peak 
inflow amounted to some 12,000 g.p.h., the 
base of the excavation being kept dry 
however, by two UVS2 Sykes Univac 
pumps. 

Where the line of the duct crossed the 
taxiway a 300ft. length of 18in. thick high 
strength mass concrete, surmounting a 6in. 
dry lean mix base was required to be 
broken out, this being effected with four 
Consolidated Pneumatic type 117 paving 
breakers, the air being derived from a C.P.

on No. 2 maintenance area on the southern 
side of the airport. Among the known pro- 
jects anticipated here is the new commis- 
sary building for Pan-American World 
Airways. 

Some eight manholes, specially shaped to 
allow the maximum access at junction 
points along the route, have also been 
installed, these being of brick construction 
with 12in. reinforced concrete roofs and 
Elkington Gatic frames and covers to take 
the weight of a 35-ton aircraft wheel load. 

The line of the new duct crosses an old 
filled ballast pit and also a taxiway to the 
Pan-American servicing hangar. The trench 
for the ducts was excavated 3ft. 6in. wide 
and maximum 12ft. deep, with two JCB.4 
hydraulic excavators fitted with three-in- 


rotary Power Vane compressor of 210 cu. ft. 
capacity. 

The ducts were laid on a 6in. concrete 
base, this being backfilled in the taxiway 
area with dry lean mix to within 14in. of 
the surface. The remaining 14in. was filled 
with concrete of the same specification as 
that taken out, the 8in. top slab having a 
strength at 28 days of 6,000Ib. 

The excavations for the manholes were 
carried out by the JCB.4s to a depth of 
10-12ft. these varying in section from 18 
to 12ft. square. 

The works were carried out by the Air 
Ministry Works Directorate for the Ministry 
of Aviation and G.P.O. The contractors 
were Stanley Hugh Leach, Ltd. 


£20M. TILBURY DOCK DEVELOPMENT 


A SCHEME for the development of 

Tilbury docks at a cost of £20m. is 
proposed by the Port of London 
Authority. Work involves extensive 
civil engineering and dredging, shed and 
crane construction, and the rerouting of 
road and rail connections. 

The main feature of the project is a new 
dock, over a mile long, to be built on waste 
land to the west of the existing cargo 
berths. Plans provide for the construction 
of four berths initially, and a further eight, 
subsequently giving a total dock area of 
about 6,000ft. long and 600ft. wide. 

The road system within the new docks 
will provide links with the trunk road from 
London to Tilbury, and with the area south 


of the Thames via the Dartford to Purfleet 
tunnel, due to be completed in 1963. 

Work on the scheme is expected to begin 
in about two years’ time, and will take 
several years to complete. 


£1IM. MARSHALLING YARD 
CONTRACT 


A £1m. contract for the construction of 
railway marshalling yard at Tinsley, Shef- 
field, has been placed with Lehane, Mac- 
kenzie and Shand, Ltd., of Matlock, 
Derbys. 

The work involves the excavation of 
4,500,000 tons of earth which will have to 
be hauled two miles and the contract is 
expected to take 28 months to complete. 
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BIG RESORT PLANNED FOR 
TOWYN 


A MULTI-MILLION pound project to 

build a completely new seaside 
resort is planned for Towyn, Merioneth- 
shire. 

The resort, to be called Bron-y-Mor, has 
been planned by John H. D. Madin, the 
Birmingham architect, on behalf of Bishton 
Holdings, Ltd., Bromsgrove. 

The development area covers approxi- 
mately 40 acres of land lying between the 
existing town of Towyn and the sea front. 

The scheme provides for some 1,000 
dwellings of varying sizes for permanent 
and seasonal use. A population in the 
region of 3,000 persons is envisaged. There 
will be over 30 shops of varying sizes, a 
motel with over 100 dwelling units, a 12- 
storey hotel with between 300-350  bed- 
rooms, which can be used purely as an 
hotel or partly to incorporate luxury 
service flats. 

There will also be a conference hall, a 
lido with a sliding roof, an entertainments 
centre and car parking for 2,000 vehicles 
will be made available. 

It is proposed to complete the scheme 
within four to six years.

LATTICE GIRDERS IN 


U.S. OFFICE BLOCK 


From a Correspondent 


HE use of special type lattice girders 
made from split beams rewelded 
together so as to give large web open- 
ings and a method of ensuring com- 
posite action for both dead and live 
load between these beams and the con- 
crete floor slabs are claimed to have 
resulted in a saving of $200,000 
(£71,500) in the construction of the 
$10,000,000 (£3,570,000) Washington 
Building at Seattle, Wash., U.S.A. The 
new building consists of an office tower, 
which utilises this cost-saving system 
of construction, and a lower section of 
four floors in which prestressed concrete 
beams have been used. 
Broad-flange, rolled beams with an initial 
height of 18in. were used for fabricating

the lightweight girders which each weighed 
about 2.2. tons and whose overall span of 
56ft. 6in. was equivalent to the full width 
of the office block. The beams are spaced 
at 9ft. centres down the full 236ft. 
length of the office block. After flame- 
cutting the initial beams longitudinally 
down their webs in a tooth pattern the 
two halves were so joined together py 
welding as to form a new 27in. beam with 
hexagonal openings. A 6}in. x lin. cover 
plate was then welded to the bottom flange 
of each beam and the seven hexagonal 
openings nearest to each end of the beam 
were stiffened, leaving the 10 centre open- 
ings unstiffened. 

Weighing only about 7lNb. per foot of 
girder compared with about 147lb. per 
foot for most beams employed in similar 
steel structures, these lattice type beams 





fabricated in the shop 


made it possible for the floor-to-floor height 
of the storeys to be reduced, since all the 
service piping, etc., could be installed 
through the hexagonal openings. This 
distance is only 12ft., while the distance 
between floor and ceiling is 9ft., thus 
leaving 3ft. of space between a ceiling and 
the floor next above it. At each end, the 
girders are supported by 14in. broad-flange 
steel columns. 

To prevent the beams from bending or 
sagging from heat in the event of a fire 
in the building, they were given fireproofing 
treatment by Berg Plastering, Inc., which 
involved lathing the beams and outlining 
the hexagonal holes. To cut the metal lath 
used for encasing the several thousand such 
openings in the beams, special cutting and 
folding jigs were used. Each piece of lath 
was cut to frame one-half of each of two 
holes, the adjoining pieces meeting above 
and below the centre of the openings. 
Lightweight gypsum plaster, machine 
applied, provided the fireproofing, except 
at the exposed steel beam ends, where 
sprayed-on asbestos was used. This 
material, it is claimed, would turn into a 
harmless wool-like substance in the event 
of it falling into the street below. 

To carry the floor slabs on the street 
frontages, tapering spandrels have been 
welded to the main H-section columns and 
their ends bolted together at the site mid- 
way between the columns where they meet. 
These spandrels were also shop fabricated 
by diagonally cutting the webs of I6in. 
H-section beams down their lengths -and 
welding together the resultant halves so as 
to form a tapering perimeter beam, 2ft. 
high at one end and 8in. high at the other. 
Thus making the profile of the new beam 
approximate to the bending moment curve 
resulted in a saving of a considerable 
amount of steel. It was also unnecessary to 
add stiffeners in the columns to take the 
stresses induced by the loaded floor slabs 
and it was also possible to run the pipes 
and ducts for air conditioning and other 
services within the space left between the 
columns. 

Two sets of tapering spandrels were

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L.S.M. GUIDE FORECASTS PROSPECTS FOR 
BRITISH EXPORTS 


Why Promotion has been Hindered 


"tHE July issue of the London School 
of Marketing Export Guide fore- 


casts the prospects for 36 product 
groups of British exports to 34 
countries. The outlook for the third 


quarter of 1961 is ‘good’ in 19 countries, 
‘improving’ in 3, ‘unchanged’ in 4 (im- 
proving in 1 and deteriorating in 3), 
‘deteriorating’ in 6 and ‘bad’ in 2. 

Outlook for British exports since April 
has improved in France and the U.S.A. 
but has deteriorated in the Federation of 
Rhodesia and Nyasaland, New Zealand and 
Venezuela. 

In arguing against devaluation of the 
pound as a boost to exports, the Export 
Guide (formerly the G.E.C. Export Guide) 
states that “inadequate marketing tech- 
niques, broken delivery dates, lack of 
knowledge of the market have been much 
more important deterrents than prices in 
hindering the promotion of exports.” 

Looking at the strength of sterling in 
retrospect and prospect, the Guide says 
that there are grounds for believing that, 
as far as the current balance with non- 
sterling countries is concerned, both the 
United Kingdom and the overseas sterling 
area will fare better in 1961 than in 1960. 
Of the total deterioration of £429m. in 
the current U.K. balance with non-sterling 
countries in 1960, £276m. was accounted 
for by a fall in merchandise exports to 
North America. Most of this was the 
result of the American recession. 

The Guide believes that perhaps as much 
as one third of the £276m. decline in 
Britain’s exports to the U.S. is due to 
long-term structural changes in the 
American market. This applies particu- 
larly to the car market, which is unlikely 
to be regained easily. 


Rise in Stocks Halted? 


The adverse trade balance of 1960 was 
caused more by a sharp rise in imports 
(16 per cent. up) than by sluggishness of 
exports (6 per cent. up); the Guide then 
goes on to comment On a quite extra- 
ordinary, and to some extent mysterious, 
rise in U.K. manufacturers’ stocks which 
during 1960 was as high as £461m., com- 
pared with £56m. in 1959 and £49m. in 
1958 (at 1954 prices). 

This was the largest increase for any 
year since 1951, and it seems likely, there- 
fore, that the long expected decline in 
stock-building will take effect during 1961. 
This means that even if industrial produc- 
tion does begin to rise in the second half 
of the year, with export earnings up by 


£3M. SPENT ON PUBLIC WORKS 


During 1960, the Nyasaland Government 
spent more than £3m. on public works, a 
rise of more than 20 per cent. on 1959's 
figure of just over £24m. Building and 
engineering contracts took more than a 
third of the total—£1.1m.—some £440,000 
more than in 1959, 

In the course of the year, the Dedza 
Secondary School—which cost £106,500 
was completed as was the £97,650 medical 
store and maternity block at the Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital, Blantyre. Other works 
carried out by direct labour included 
schools, police stations and hospitals. 

Major engineering contracts covered 
work on the new £325,000 gravel road 
between Dedza and Linthipe, and the 15- 
mile stretch of road between Chileka and 
Matope which will cost £260,000 when 
finished. 

The Public Works Department also con- 
structed a 14-mile circuit road at Salima. 


even 5 per cent., the import bill down 
by 4 to 5 per cent., with virtually no 
improvement in invisibles, the U.K. current 
deficit with non-sterling countries could 
fall from £600m. in 1960 to around £350m. 
in 1961. 

The L.S.M. Guide states that, looking 
at the current and long-term capital 
balances, we could expect a noticeable 
improvement in the strength of sterling 
by early 1962. 

International Monetary Co-operation 

The wave of uncertainty which followed 
the Dutch and German revaluations in 
March, 1961, was met by the Basle agree- 
ment between European central banks 
under which they have agreed to “stock- 
pile” increased holdings of each other's 
currencies rather than convert them into 
gold or into a third currency. Although 
limited in scope and duration, this agree- 
ment together with Britain’s increased 
drawing rights on the International Mone- 
tary Fund, can probably be relied upon 
to see Britain through until September, 
when it is expected that a further reform 
of the I.M.F. will provide additional 
security against “confidence” crises in the 
international currency markets. 


Mexico 


In an account of the outlook in Mexico, 
the L.S.M. Guide states that demand is 
high for imported plant and machinery to 
keep up the pace of expansion; imports of 
consumer goods, however, are held down 
—currently to about one-fifth of total 
imports—to protect Mexican industry. 

Because of Mexico’s current account 
position, industrialised countries will have 
to lend to Mexico if they also wish to sell. 
This applies both to ‘short-term trade 
credits, where Mexico finds the U.K. credit 
facilities “‘a little bit tight” for its needs, 
and to longer term loans. 

Three major development projects—in 
electric power, steel and petro-chemicals 

-will set the pace of Mexico’s expansion 
in the next few years. There is a 10 per 
cent. annual increase in the demand for 
electric power, and to meet it capacity is 
being increased to 5.1 million kW by the 
end of 1964. Since estimated foreign 
exchange requirements for 1962-64 average 
$118m. a year, it is clearly recognised that 
foreign equipment will have to be imported 
on a large scale. 

British capital goods exporters have 
already shown that they can increase sales 
in the competitive Mexican market. The 
limit to further gains in this field seems 
likely to be Mexico’s total capacity to 
import. 


KARACHI CIRCULAR RAILWAY 
PROJECT 


Gammon Pakistan, Ltd., a member of 
the Gammon Group of Companies, have 
been awarded the contract for ‘the civil 
engineering work in connection with the 
above project which has been designed to 
improve transport facilities in the areas 
surrounding Karachi due to the industrial 
and commercial expansion in Pakistan. 

The railway will run round the outskirts 
of Karachi and will be about 19 miles long. 

The contract covers the construction of 
three rail bridges, three road bridges and 
10 foot bridges. All the bridges will be 
constructed either in normal reinforced 
concrete or prestressed concrete. 

The work is being carried out for the 
Railway Department of the Pakistan 
Government, and the value of the contract 
is about £400,000. The scheduled date for 
completion is September 1962. 
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(Concluded from page 499) 
welded to each section of main columns 
in the shops, the distance between them 
representing the distance between the 
floors. The column sections were then 
transported to the site and welded end to 
end to give the appearance of a continuous 
column in the finished structure. 

So that the lightweight, lattice type 
girders and the concrete floor slabs could 
act as a single structural unit, reinforcing 
bars were welded to the top of each beam 
and these extend into the floor slab. In 
this way, the floor slab acts as a diaphragm, 
transmitting lateral forces to the concrete 
shear walls at the ends of the building and 
at the centre core, which is 72ft. x 33ft, 
in superficial area and stands out 1Oft. 
from the face of the office tower, extending 
23ft. into the building to a central corridor. 
This location was dictated by the inclusion 
of a 350-car garage in the four-storey 
reinforced concrete substructure of the 
building. 

So that the floor slabs when poured 
could gain strength for composite action 
with the beams, shoring of the beams had 
to be resorted to at a number of levels. 
this was effected at midspan by 10in. x 
10in. timbers jacked up by 50-ton jacks, 
giving a in, camber to the floor slab 
casting. 

For the substructure, which consists of 
three garage storeys and the lowest of the 
office storeys, prestressed, 56ft. 6in. long, 
2ft. 6in. high and 10in. to 12in. wide 
beams were generally used, the heaviest 
weighing 104 tons compared with 2.2 tons 
for the lightweight open-web steel beams 
used for the office block. These were 
precast using the poured-in-place floor slab 
as a tee. J 

Erection of the steelwork was carried 
out at a rate of one storey every three or 
four days, and, for this work, two guy 
derricks were used, each fitted with 2 
110ft. high mast and a 98ft. 6in. boom. 
Because the lightweight beams used in the 
office tower were unequal to the task of 
carrying both these cranes, temporary 
staging consisting of 36in. 128lb. broad- 
flange beams was bolted to the vertical 
columns. 

To construct the external end walls and 
those of the central core, slip forms were 
used for the placing of the concrete. These 
enabled pouring to be carried out at a rate 
of about 12ft. of wall per day of 24 hours. 
It also eliminated the need for any con- 
ventional shuttering. The slip forms were 
raised by hydraulic jacks at a rate of 6}in. 
per hour, resulting in a lift of about 3ft. 
every six hours. Three to five storeys of 
concreting was done at a time, usually 
within about six weeks of the erection of 
the steel. The concrete was transported 
from a hopper and poured into the walls 
from a platform attached to the climbing 
shuttering. The walls of the office block are 
faced with white marble slabs. 

Constructed as a continuous ramp, the 
garage in the reinforced concrete basement 
has an approach and exit which nowhere 
exceeds 1 : 4 and users of the garage park 
their cars at an angle of 53 deg. to 
make the best use of the space available. 
The substructure also includes a new post 
office. 

Built to a 44ft. module, the new 
Washington Building was designed and 
planned by Naramore, Bain, Brady and 
Johanson. architects and engineers, of 
Seattle, Washington.

DECLINE IN HOUSE-BUILDING 


Official figures show a decline in house 
building in Australia earlier this year. The 
building work force fell from nearly 
139,000 in mid-December to just over 
124,000 at the end of March. There was 4 
decrease of 900 in the number of building 
contractors and of 3,000 in the number of 
sub-contractors. 

The worst affected among the tradesmen 
were bricklayers, whose employment fell 
from 50,600 to just over 36,000 during the 
three months.

£700,000 OFFICE BLOCK COMPLETED IN NIGERIA 


A £700,000 headquarters building for the 
Niger Delta region activities of the 
Shell-B.P. Petroleum Development Co. of 
Nigeria Ltd., was recently officially opened 
by Alhaji Sir Abubakur Tafawa Balewa, 
the Prime Minister of Nigeria, at 
Umuobiakani, near Port Harcourt. 

The H-shaped building, three storeyed 





and with a main framework of reinforced 
concrete columns and beams, has two main 
blocks, each 445ft. long, connected by a 
linking block spanning the 166ft. between 
them. 

Architects were N.V. de _ Bataafse 
Petroleum, Maatschappij, and the quantity 
surveyors, were Widnell and Trollope. The

vessels.

TRADING OPPORTUNITIES IN 
WEST GERMANY 


The second report prepared by the 
Export Council for Europe on trading 
opportunities for British firms has now 
been published. Market openings in nine 
countries in Western Europe were 
described in the Council’s first report pub- 
lished in May. This second report, because 
of the importance of its subject at the 
present time, is devoted wholly to West 
Germany. 

In a message from the chairman, with 
which the report is introduced, Sir William 
McFadzean writes: “West Germany is a 
tremendously exiciting and challenging 
market, particularly in the breadth of 
opportunity and the encouragement given 
to imports.” Industry is booming, demand- 
ing more and more plant and mechanisa- 
tion and causing gaps which British firms 
might fill. 

The German market is wide open to 
British exporters in a wide range of pro- 
ducts. British exports to West Germany 
have trebled since 1955 and doubled since 
1958 and, including re-exports, are now 
running at the rate of about £190 millions 
per annum. This still represents less than 
5 per cent. of Germany’s present imports. 

Sir William adds: “Our Mission has no 
hesitation in saying that these figures 
could and should be substantially in- 
creased.”

This credit forms part of the funds which 
will be provided by IDA towards the third 
five-year plan, and is for a term of 50 
years, interest free. It is repayable in 
foreign exchange, amortisation to begin 
after a 10-year period of grace.
